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THEY WANT SOMETHING DONE 


They Have Been Led To Belleve That 
Sampson Was Chasing Cervera, 


THEIR HOPES HAVE BEEN DASHED 


Despondency Takes Strong Hold Upon 
Official Washington and Every- 
body Is Clamoring for Work 
That Will Show We Are 
Willing To Fight. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, May 21.—Special.)—There is 
criticism, and a lot of it, on the most 
recent developments of this war. Ever 
since the news came that the Spanish 
fleet had .reached Santiago without being 
even sighted by the ships of the American 
fleet, people here have been asking what 
it all means. Those who did not openly 
criticize gave themselves over to question- 
ing, and as yet they have not been able 
to get answers that satisfied them. They 
are still wondering. 

It is probably wrong to criticize when 
we are ignorant of what is going on, but 
that is a great American privilege. Ap- 
parent inaction is the very thing which 
the people will criticize most, and so long 
as they are not shown that something is 
being done, they can be relied upon to 
come to the front with leading questions. 


They were led to believe that the Samp-. 


son fleet was on one side giving swift 
chase to the Spanish fleet, while 
Schiey equally hot pursuit 
from the, other, and that a meet- 
ing was imminent. The only possible 
contingency which the administration or- 
gans could see by which such a meeting 
would, or could, be avoided, was the rapid 
retreat of the Spaniard. If that worthy 
consented to stay anywhere about the Cari- 
bean sea, his fate was sealed. 

All this got our expectation up to high 
pitch. Everybody had great hopes of an 
early meeting, and we were assured that 
our strategy board had everything fixed 
so that Cervera couldn’t hope to escape 
if he had any 
reaching a Cuban ‘port. 

In view of these advance hopes, it was a 
little discouraging to have to wake to the 
fact that the Spaniards had, in the simplest 
way possible, thrown our strategists off the 
scent and bad got safeiy, and, as the 
admiral! himself reports, “without incident,”’ 
into the nice harbor of Sant:ago de Cuba. 
And while he was doing this, the fleet 
which we had been told was hunting him 
down steamed away to Key West, 800 miles 
away. 

The people do not want to be captious in 
their criticism of the conduct of this war. 
There is no politics in it, despite of the 
sporadic ‘efforts of a few cheap republican 


was in 


hopes or expectations of 
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movements of the opposing fleets we seem 
to have been badly outgeneraled in this jast 
play. Something is wrong. It may be that 
in the end all may ‘be straightened out to 
the satisfaction of the American people, but 
right now some explaining seems to De due. 
If by any chance that Spanish fleet shouid 
conclude to make a quick run for Sayannank 
om Charleston and sheuld incidentally pour 
a. few hundred shells into either or both 
of those peaceful cities the call for these 
explanations would be loud enough to lift 
the roof of the heavens. And such a move 
by that Spanish fleet is possible. 

There is more to running a navy tnan 
the mere fighting an enemy after you get 
him cornered, First catch your enemy. 

When this Spahish fleet was sighted off 
(Martinique the naval authorities at once 
jumped to the conclusion that they were 
headed for Cienfuegos or Santiago, the 
ports of southern Cuba. The Spaniard 
soon learned that he had been sighteg and 
that his moves were being watched. Then 
he saw a little strategy was necessary and 
he pulled off to ime coast of Venezuela. As 
soon as he did thia the wise men of the 
mythical, or mystical, strategy board said 
he was either going to run back to Spain 
or would make a run for Havana. So they 
flashed orders to Sampson which took him 
from his pointof vantage at the Windward 
passage around to Havana, or Key West, 
which is the same thing. We are told he 
has left there now or will soon have done 
so; but that does not cure the mischief of 
having left the way clear for Cervera to 
make his goal in safety. The Spaniard is 
where he started for, and there he has the 
opportunity to get his ships in vastly better 
shape for fighting than they would have 
been if caught before they got in there. 

Our experts were outwitted—that is the 
plain English of it. The enemy has se- 
cured an advantage. How great an ad- 
vantage the future may determine; but in 
the eyes of the world for the Spanish fleet 
to have got into a Cuban port in the face 
of our announced blockade is a point gain- 
ed by the enemy. 

Is Sampson Short on Ammunition? 

There is an impression here that Samp- 
son had to go to Key West for ammunition. 
That may be so, but that such a trip should 
have been néCéessary at this juncture calls 
for criticism. Can he have exhausted his 
ammunition in that farcial bombardment 
of San Juan? If so he certainly has noth- 
ing to show for it. Looking at that Porto 
Rico affair in the most favorable light, next 
to nothing was accomplished. If so great 
an amount of ammunition was expended 
for such meager results there is something 
wrong. 

Senator Chandler, eminent republican, 
has suggested that the interests of the 
Spanish bondholders are being consulted 
too frequently. The senator from New 
Hampshire ought to know the powers be- 
hind a republican throne, for he hag been 
a part and parcel of a number of them; 
but those of us on the outside hesitate to 
make any such suggestion. We chafe 
under the possibility of bungling and in- 
cofupetency and are anxious to believe that 
it will all come out right yet; that it will 
be discovered that the Spaniard haen't 
gained such an advantage as he thinks. 
Still we naturaliy are asking questions just 
now.

Canadians as Well as Representatives 
from the Mother Country Will 
Be at the Conference. y 


Washington, May 21.—Negotiations will 
begin next week between the officials of 
the state department, the British ambassa- 
dor, Sir Julian Pauncefote, and the Cana- 
dian minister of marine, Sir Louis Davies, 
which are in the nature of a preliminary — 
step toward a convention or treaty between 
the United States and Great Britain, clear- 
ing up numerous long pending controversies 
‘existing between this country and Canada. 

Efforts along that line have been made in 
the past, but have failed of a satijefactory:

Being a diplomatic negotiation, the min- 
ister will speak in behalf of Great Britain 
and Canada, but the intimate acquaintance 
which Sir Louls Davies has with the needs 
of Canada will be of material assistance to 
the ambassador in this negotiation. Sir 
Louis's first duty, however, will be to take 
part in the revision of the regulations con- 
cerning Pelagic sealing, which, in accord- 
ance with The Paris tribunal of 1893, have to 
be revised every five years.

BALTIMOREANS BACK FROM CUBA 


Society Swells Who Fought with In- 
surgents Home Again. 
Baltimore, May 21.—Stuart Janney and 
Osmund Latrobe, the two young society 
men of Baltimore and graduates of Johns 
Hopkins, who have returned Vere after a 
two years’ experience in the Cuban army, 
had some very interesting adventures while 
there. They landed from the Three Friends, 
Were seven days in finding the insurgents’ 
camp, during which time three of their 
party cied from exhaustion and all hands 
narrowly escaped being ambushed = and 

shot by the people they came to assist. 

What happened after that is partially 
told by Captain Janney as follows: 

« ‘We were taken back into the moun- 
tains,’’ said he, ‘‘and our party asAgned 
to places with Garcia’s command, which 
consisted of 2,300 or 3,000 men. We two 
were assigned to a battery and stayed in 
the artillery till about nine months ago, 
when Latrobe was given a place on Briga- 
dier General Collossas’s staff. We found 
that in the mountains nearly all the in- 
surgents were negroes and commanded by 
negro officers, but that in the central parts 
of the island the troops were all white and 
commanded by white officers. We noticed 
that when a negro officer was killed or 
died that a white man was always appoint- 
ed in his place. It seems that the policy 
of the insurgent government is to gradually 
put the army entirely in comjuand of white 
men. 

“They are not so very gentle down there. 
Nobody expects to give or take quarter, 
and a man might as well be killed at once 
as to be wounded and captured. They 
don’t generally respect a flag of truce, so 
we sent them very few white flags. There 
were a number of Americans with. us. 
There were Joyce, of New York, and Penny, 
of Washington. who came back with us; 
Osgood, the University of Pennsylvania 
football player, whose death you read of 
in the papers. Then among the others 
killed by the Spaniards there were Joe 
Chapleu, of Boston, and a French Canadian 
named Huntington. 

“The hottest fight we were in was at 
Bayamo, where the insurgents with 850 
men attacked a Spanish party of about 
3,000. They were acting as convoy to a 
caravan that had a lot of provision wag- 
ons. We lost something over 100 men, and 
according to a Spanish paper we saw 
shortly afterwards, the Spanish lost over 
400. 

“Our command carried assaults at Cas- 
corra, Guaimara, Las Tunas, Guisa and 
some other points. We were repulsed at 
Jiguala and at Guama. We had a pretty 
rough time, but we enjoyed it and may 
go again. We:were given regular dis- 
charges when we left.” 


POLO REQUESTED TO LEAVE. 


Spaniard Who Sojourned at Washing- 
ton Departs from Montreal. 


New York, May 21.—A special to The 
Herald from Montreal says that it has not 
been possible for Spain to postpone the de- 
parture of Senor Polo y Bernabe any longer. 
Today he will sail with all his staff by the 
steamer Dominion for Liverpool. 

Senor Polo went om board the steamer 
last night and will go from Liverpool to 
Madrid. He says that though he was de- 
tained here for some time by business he 
respected the declarations of neutrality and 
left this country voluntartly. 

He leaves behind him the Spanish consul 
to try to continue gathering information 
for the Spanish government relative to the 
United States military and naval move- 
ments. The authorities here are closely 
watching the consul and he will be prompt- 
ly placed under arrest if the slightest de- 
viation from the neutrality laws is derected. 

Senor Polo has beem loud in his declara- 
tions that no official protest had been 
lodged against his proceedings here, but 
he now practically admits that he was re- 
quested to return to Madrid, for it was 
learned last_night from an unimpeachable 
source that the Canadian government ad- 
vised his departure. Owing to a diplomatic 
practice that such questions are not dealt 
with by the Canadian cabinet ii was possi- 
ble for our secretary of state to say that 
the governor had not interfered. The uction 
was taken by the governor general, who 
is the queen’s direct reoresentative here, 
and who, in such matters, is supposed to, 
but never does, act without knowledge of 
the cabinet. 

Lieutenant Carranza, who left this city 
immediately after Downing’s arrest, ie 
according to statemefits of some of Senor 
Polo's staff, to be sent to the Philippines 
with the‘r, re.ief expedition. Other Span- 
lards, however, assert that Carranza went 
to Madrid with impormant papers and will 
attempt to join Cervera’s fieet or the fleet 
which expects to come to Miquelon.

ONE VOLUNTEER LOSES LIFE 


Four Missourians Are Injured, Not 
Seriously, in the Run In. 


REGIMENTS ARE STILL ARRIVING AT PARK 


Army Is Beitig Organized Rapidly at 
the Camp and Officers Are Be- 
ing Transferred. 


Chickamauga National Park, Ga, May 21L— 
A passenger train. on the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Southern railroad, which left 
Chattanooga at 8:40 o’clock this morning, 
ran into the third section of the military 
train conveying the First Missouri volun- 
teers, who arrived in Chattanooga ast 
night, near Rossville, Ga., killing Private 
George M. Walker, company D, and pain- 
fully injuring A. Maynard Lane, company 
M; Howard Brolaski, company D, and 


slightly injuring several other occupants of 
the trains. 


It appears that the passenger train had 
orders to run through to Ressville. The 
second section of the military train, with a 
portion of the First Missouri, which was 
expected to run through to Rossville, was 
delayed at a switch about a mile from 
Rossville, on account of the congested con- 


ditions of the tracks just beyond a wooded 
curve, 


The conductor of the military’ train sent 
back a flagman to warn the passenger train, 
but the flagman did not go far enough, and 
the passenger train came around the curve 
at the rate of about twenty miles an hour, 
The engineer did not see the danger signal 
until within a short distance of fhe milita- 
ry train. The engineer reversed his engine 
and put on brakes, but he did not have 
time to stop his train, which crashed into 
the rear of the military train. 

The rear car was a palace horse car, in 
which Walker was riding, and was com- 
pletely demolished. Three of the horses 
were also killed. 

The Killed and Injured. 

The next car was a baggage car, in 
which Brolaski and Lane were stationed. 
This car was badly torn up, but no one of 
the occupants wae seriously hurt. The 


wreck was cleared by 1 o'clock, and trains 
were resumed.

Key West, Fla, May 21.—The Dauntless 
‘was a member of Admiral Sampson’s fleet 
during the latter’s cruise to intercept the 
phantom Spanish squadron. The dispatch 
boat’s voyage lasted fifteen days, and ex- 
tended from Key West to St. Thomas and 
return, with two side trips to Cape Haytien, 
the total distance traveled being 
about 2,600 miles, as against 2,300 by the 
fleet. 

The Dauntless occupied a grand stand po- 
sition at the battle of San Juan and bore 
the first details of the engagement to the 
St. Thomas cable station. 

When the cruise began it was believed 
that the Spanish squadron of cruisers, tor- 
pedo boat destroyers and torpedo boats, 
which had already sailed from the Cape 
Verde islands, was bound for the West In- 
dies. ._It was Admiral Sampson's plan to 
put his fleet between the Spanish vessels 
and the port of San Juan, Porto Rico; fail- 
ing in this, to attack the fleet before it 
could leave San Juan, or, if too late, to en- 
Sage the Spaniards on sight anywhere, 

Admiral Sampson's fleet which left Key 
West May 3d was composed of the battle- 
ships Iowa and Indiana, the cruisers New 
York (flagship), Montgomery and Detrojt, 
the monitors Amphitrite and Terror, the 
torpedo boat Porter, the coal ship Niagara, 
the tug Wampatuck and the Associated 
Press boat Dauntless. The Dauntless im- 
Mediately on joining the fleet in the outer 
harbor at Key West was ordered by the 
a4miral to take a station within hailing

On May 7th the Montgomery went into 
Cape Haytien to send dispatches to Wash- 
ington, and next morning the Vauntlese 
entered the same port for a fike purpose. 
The Montgomery’s call caused some stir 
it is said, at Port au Prince, where ‘t was 
reported that the whole north Atlantic. 
squadron was about to enter Cape Hay- 
tien and coal. Cape Haytien’s little pile 
of slaty coal, prices $25 per ton, would not 
fill the bunkers of one warship. The Hay- 
tian government is said to have ordered the 
general of the port to inforce neutrality 
to the ietter. The Haytians are almost 
unanimously in sympathy with the United 
States against Spain. 

Returns with Dispatches. 

The Dauntless returned to the fleet on 
May 9th with dispatches from Washington. 
in Cape Haytien rumors that the Spanish 
fleet had been sighted at Martinique, St. 
Thomas and other West Indian ports, were 
current. None of these rumors the Asso- 
ciated Press credited at all, and »ome of 
them the Dauntless was able to demolish 
by @ little cabling. When the Dauntless 
reached the fieet she was sent in again for 
further news, and in order that President 
Sam might not beconie excited, the Daunt- 
less’s captain stated that the steamer had 
returned for a bill of health. On this visit 


ithe Dauntless obtained from the American 


consul a circumstantial report that a fleet 
of thirteen Spanish warships had been seen 
heading for Porto Rico. In this report the 
naval officers placed some credence, and 
the bombardment of San Juan was planned 
in the hope that the Spanish fleet was in 
the harbor. 

The fleet movea slowly eastward on May 
10th and llth, and in the efternoon of the 
latter day the Dauntless was ordered to 
be ready to carry dispatches to St. Thomas 
at 11 o’clock next morning. At daylight 
on May 12th the fleet bombarded San 
Juan, the seaport and metropolis of Porto 
Rico. 

The Dauntless lay e#ix miles off Fort 
Morr> and viewed the bombardment and 
the reply of the forts, a description of 
which event has already been cabled from 
St. Thorras and Key West. 

After the battle tha Dauntless waite? for 
an hour for Admiral Sampson's dispatches 
to the navy department, and immediately 
on receipt of them steamed for St. Thomas. 
Ten miles from that port the United States 
auxiliary cruiser Yale signaled the Daunt- 
less, which ran a little out of her course to 
get within hailing distance. When the 
Dauntless was near enough to the Yale for 
the latter’s crew, who crowded her side to 
read ker name, the crew gave three cheers. 
They had heard of the Dauntless before. 
There was more cheering for Sampson 
when the Dauntless gave the news of the 
attack on San Juan. 

Darkness Caught the Dauntless. 

The Dauntless hoped to reach Charlotte 
Amalie, the port of the Danish island of 
St. Ihomas, before dark, but darkness 
dropped down all of a sudden and the 
steamer, pushing on to the town lights, 
gave mecrtal offense to the Danish harbor 
r.aster by failing to stop at his hail. He 
expostulated a long time. There was no 
delay in filing to the Associated Press at 
New York the battle description prepared 
hours before. The dispatches went in this

SPANISH FLEET IS NOW A PROBLEM 


Veterans ih Art of Predicting Declare 
That the Greatest Struggle of 
the War Will Soon Take 
Place Near the Cuban 
Coast. 


Key West, Fla, May, 19.—(Delayed itn 
transmission).—Tonight sees the close of the 
most intensely anxious and most vexatious 
day Key West has known since the war 
begun. Everything indicates the proximity 
of a big naval battle, but with an anseen 


eral points, and possibly strike a blow and 
get away before force can be massed to 
crush him. 

At this hour the whereabouts of Schley’s 
and Sampson’s squadrons are fixed qualities 
in the equation, the S fards are repre- 
sented by X. Daybreak found Commander 
Schley’s squadron that sailed from Hamp- 
ton Roads on Friday, anchored off Sand 
Key light, six miles below Key West. They 
have joined Captain Sigsbee’s big grey- 
hound, the St. Paul, which leaving the 
Roads a day later than they, had beat 
them here almost a day and a half. oe 

The appearance of the flying squadron 
was supplemented about 8:30. o’clock by two 
of the dispatch boats that had been with 
Admiral Sampson’s fleet racing neck and 
neck, the Associated Press dispatch toat 
Dauntless in the lead. 

The necessity of cutting the cable at San- 
tiago de Cuba has already been evidenced in 
Key West by several Madrid cablegrams 
via London, sent after the bloody fight at 
Cienfuegos last week, when fhe Marbdle- 
head’s boat crew cut the cable at that 
point. Admiral Sampson's fleet arrived 
here at 5 p. m. This: confirmed the fore- 
cast made in these dispatches Sunday as to 
the whereabouts and intentions of these 
two fleets. Both had been slower in ar- 
riving than well-posted naval officers here 
supposed. at that time. 

All this was interesting enough, but not 
a word of it was allowed past the censor 
and a score of correspondents who had 
besieged the cable office all the morning 
wilted down into the hotel veranda chairs 
out of the brofling sun,. helpless to get a 
word of the real news of the sftuation to 
their papers. Naval officers, for the most 
part, were as ignorant 4s the correspond- 
ents as to how matters stood in the world 
outside of Key West, and whtther or not 
the matters being censored had nét already 
leaked out through the less restPicted chan- 
nels at Washington. 

Naval Men Were Busy. 

Naval men, however, have less time for 
speculation, for the fleet was busily engaged 
in preparing for some move, the details of 
which” were known

officer ashore was on the alert for orders

channel. These two vessels moved quietly 
out Thursday morning and disappeared at 
a leisurely pace to the southwestward. It 
may be candidly admitted that all discus-

Key West is lamentably isolated from the 
current news save such as is furnished by 
daily bulletins. The understanding, thow- 
ever, is that Sampson counted confidently 
on finding the Spanish squadron bottled up 
in San Juan as did Dewey the Spaniards at 
Manila. It was not till daylight on the 
morning of the bombardment that he 
learned the harbor was empty. Meantime, 
according to the best information here, the 
fleet of seven Spanish ships, probably in- 
cluding the Vizcaya, Oqtendo, Cristobal 
Colon, Maria Teresa and three destroyers 
has been maving west along the southern 
shore of the Caribbean sea. Later reports 
from Mole St. Nicholas, Cape Haytien and 
other pofnts, make it seem probable that a 
second section oF the squadron, prohgbly 
the Cardenal Cisneros, the Pelayo and the 
Christina Regente, are following in the 
wake of the first. i 

Fleet Hugs the Shore. ~ 

By keeping to the south shore of the Ca- 
ribbean, the Spaniards avoided any chance 
of encounter with Sampson off Porto Rico, 
and if they were furnished news at cable 
points of weakness of the Cuban blockade, 
especially at Cienfuegos, it showed a tempt- 
ing chance to make a dash across at the 
south Cuban coast and wipe out the light | 
vessels there. This done, they could coal 
and proceed around the west end of the 
island about 500 miles to Havana, if that, 
as is generally gupposed here, is their ulti- 
mate destination. From the fact that no 
such attack has yet been reported, it is 
inferred that the fleet is still holding its 
course west. Old pilots here say that a 
big squadron of warships might be easily 
worked west and north just outside the 
fringe of keys on the Mosquito coast with- 
out danger of discovery before they emerg- 
ed from the north end of the Yucatan 
channel. From this point they would be 
almost equally distant from Key West 
and Havana, not three hundred miles either 
way. If their object was to break the 
Havana blockade they could do it easy if 
they arrived before Schley or Sampson. 
The feeling here tonight is that the naval] 
battle of the war may be fought in fofty- 
eight hours and probably between Key 
West and the north Cuban coast. Every- 
thing is at high tensiwn and both Officers 
and correspondents are looking for a dis- 
patch boat tearing up the channel at any 
hour with the news that the Spanish fleet 
has been sighted within striking distance 
of Key West or Havana. It is impossible 
to forecast _t movements of either Samp- 
son or Schie , but the supposition among 
naval men is that orders from Washington 
will direct a redistribution of the vessels 
to form a new flying squadron to make a 
quick round up of the west Cuban coast, 
perhaps as far around as Cienfuegos on 
the south, leaving a sufficient guard of 
heavy vessels at Key West, where, after 
all, the great battle may be fought. This 
afternoon the heavy squadrons off Sand 
Key were joined by three big transports— 
the Leona, Iroquois and Cherokee. Work- 
‘men were busily engaged putting in tem- 
porary bunks, but no one was allowed to 
board them and no information as to their 
hailing point or destination would be given. 
It is understood, however, they are from 
New York, ‘having started for Tampa to 
transfer troops a week ago, when the in- 
vasion of Cuba by a land force seemed im- 
minent. This plan. however, was evidently 
checked by thé elusive movement of the 
Spanish fleet and.is considered in abeyance 
for the present. 

The St. Paul this afternoon finished coal- 
ing and received permission to scout. She 
disappeared at sunset under a cloud of 
smoke, heading southeast by south.

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EDISON TALKS 
ABOUT EXPLOSIVES 


Speculations om Thelr Use in the Cur- 
rent War. 


SOME VERY PECULIAR THINGS 


Chemical Compounds That Will Ex- 
plode if You Shout, 


A PARTY OF MINISTERS BADLY SCARED 


Inventor Tells How He Got Rid of a 
Crowd That Was Bothering Him 
in His Laboratory. 


“Tt seems very odd to me,” said Thomas 
A. Edison the other day in his laboratory 
near Orange, N. J.. “‘that in all this talk 
of war and battles and military equipments, 
there should be so little said of what might 
be called the familiar performance of high 
explosives. I do not believe these prospec- 
tive volunteers, who are so anxious to go 
to war, realize the nature of the com- 
pounds which will be used for ammunition 
in the battles of the future. I have seen 
some of these compounds do very wonder- 
ful things when carefully handted. What 
will they do during the rush and bustle of 
an engagement? Why, some of them can- 
not be used for practical purposes, they 
are so very powerful. That is one trouble 
in making an explosive for use in guns. 

“A gun is an engine, just as much so as 
is a steam engine, and you have to work it 
om an economiacl principle. You must 
save your coal in the steam engine. Hence 
these gunpowders are so composed that, 
when ignited, they will drive the bullet 
along the gun barrel, gaining in power as 
it goes, but so nicely balanced in explosive 
action that the last speck of powder is 
not utilized until the bullet has reached the 
muzzle and is about to leave the gun. Thus 
a gun is really a heat engine. But, as I 
have intimated, the rending power of some 
of. these explosives is so great that the 
bullet cannot, so to speak, keep ahead of 
it. Before the bullet reaches the muzzle 
of thé gum the accumulated gases behind 
it have imcreased so much im volume as to 
overcome the lateral res!stance of the bar- 
rel, and the gun bursts. 


Threw Rocks at Dynamite. 


“You hear people talking of the dangers 
afsing from the handling of dynamite.,”’ 
continued Mr. Edison. “I never could see 
that it was dangerous to handle, in the or- 
dinary sense of the word at least. I remem- 
ber once taking a quantity of dynamite out 
in the woods near’my iron mine up the 
state and trying to explode it by such 
means as might enter into any accident 
likely to occur in general handling. We 
did it as an object lesson to the men as 
much as for anything else. We burned it, 
threw big rocks at it and tried other ways 
of exploding it, but we couldn’t make it 
go off. We used lots.of it for blasting pur- 
poses, but we never have had an accident. 
Of course, it produces frightful effects 
when exploded in conjunction with some 
Other high explosive. Nitroglycerin, on 
the other hand, is to be feared at all times. 
I have heard of a bDiacksmith who placed 
one drop of it on an anvil and then struck 
it a hard blow with a hammer. It must 
have been a hard bdDiow. It blew out the 
side of the shop and made a big hole under 
where the anvil had stood, and the black- 
smith did not even need burial. But even 
this is not fo be compared to iodid of ni- 
trogen. Its explosive power is equal to 
4,000 feet a second. That is, if you laid a 
train of it 4,000 feet long and exploded one 
end of the train, the explosion would be 
transmitted to the other end of the train In 
one second. I don’t know but that under 
these conditions the cumulative character 
of the effect would cause the other end of 
the train to become ignited even sooner 
than in one second. That speed is greater 
than the accredited velocity of sound, 
which travels at the rate of 1,400 feet a 
second.

“In fact there are explosives of such 
tremendous power that no one dares make 
but a very small quantity at a time, and I 
doubt if they have ever been seen outside 
of laboratories. I have made them, a 
drop at a time. But, O, how unstable they 
are! Actually, I have made explosives of 
this nature which have gone off when I 
yelled at them. I

Atlanta Would Have Accepted. 

In spite of the fact that it would have 
cost Atlanta over $2,000 to make the trip, 
including salaries, traveling expenses and

amount to $600 on the entire trip, Atlanta 
Gecided to accept the new schedule and 
make the trip. It was evident to the repre- 
sentatives at the league meeting that it 
was a plan to rob Atlanta of all rights, 
but Atlanta did not intend to be robbed. 
Atlanta accepted the schedule and con- 
sented to play, but the management wanted 
to have some guarantee that the other 
clubs would play the season out. 

But Atlanta was not to be fooled in any 
such way and ste demanded that each club 
in the league put up $500 in cash that they 
would play the season out. The Atlanta 
representatives had the money with them 
and put it up to be matched by the other 
clubs. 

When ft was evident to Atlanta that Mo- 
bile and New Orleans could not raise that 
much money together, ft was decided to 
make the guarantee $400 and see if they 
could or would come in on that proposition. 
They refused again. 

They were then asked if they would put 
up $300, but they only laughed at the Idea. 
Charleston then offered to put up as much 
es $200 guarantee that it would play the 
season, and although Atlanta knew that 
she was going to lose money the Atlanta 
representative offered to go in if New Or- 
leans and Mobile would put up that much.

Reenforcements Wanted ‘To Join Ey- 
pedition Across Pacific 


WILL LEAVE SOON FOR WEW ORLEANS j 


The Recruits Will Join Two Regiments 
Now Stationed There and Will 
Later Join General Merritt. 
Only 600 Will Go at 
Present. 


NINB HUNDRED OUT OF THIRTEEN 
hundred recruits now stationed at Fort Mc- 
Pherson volunteered yesterday to go with 
General Merritt to the Philippines to re- 
enforce Dewey. The men were lineg up and 
asked if they would go on the expedition. 
Every One given an opportunity to do go 
quickly gave his consent and stepped three 
paces to the front. 

These recruits, since the post was named 
as the recruiting rendezvous for the army, 
have been gathered there from all direc- 
tions, Every recruiting station im the coun- 
try, from Maine to California, has sent 
some men here, ang they are still arriving 
at a rate of 200 a day. 

The entire force now at the post has come 
during the, past week, and more will con- 
tinue to arrive until the whole number nec- 
@sSary to make out the Third battalion 
which has recently been provided for by an 
act of congress, and to fill out all the regi- 
ments of the army, has been enlisted. 

Within ‘the next month there will have 
passed through the gates of the post about 
17,000 men. As fast as they  ar- 
rive and can be equipped they will be sent 
to join certain regiments to which they will 
be assigned. 

It was not intended to send gny of the 
men away until they were uniformed and 
fully equipped, but the urgeht need of 6e- 
curing men for the Philippine expedition 
has brought about the necessity of getting 
more men in the regular army regiments 
in the west, so that there will be a formid- 
able expedition when one is sent. 

It Was @n unexpected move for the men, 
but when they were told why they were 
drawn up in line and what was wanted of 
them but @ moment was required for them 
to make up their minds to_do anything to 
protect rhe country or any Of its heroes. 

The parade groung was almost covered 
with soldiers. Some of them were uniform- 
ed, but a greater number were in citizen’s 
clothes. No compulsion was placed over 
them to influence their free will and action 
in the matter, and after a short explanation 
by one of the officers, the men were inform- 
ed that all those who wished to gd to the 
Philippines could step forward. Nine hun- 
dred answered the cali—more than is needed 
at the present time. 

Only enough are wanted te make out the 
Third battalion of two regiments. This re- 
quires about 600 men. The other 300 that 
volunteere@ yesterday will be held at the 
post. and when the demand is tnade they 
will be sent on. 

In a short time those needeg will proba- 
bly go to New Orleans to join the Bigh- 
teenth or Twenty-third regiments of the reg- 
ular army, before these regiments, which 
have been assigned to go with General Mer- 
ritt, start for San Francisco. 

The men may leave today, or may wait 
until the uniforms and equipments come 
here for them. This has not been decided.

THE TRIALS IN SCREVEN COURT.

May 21.—(Special.)—John 
Rawls, the negro who abducted the thir- 
teen-year-old white girl, Mattie Robinson, 
from this county about two months ago, 
and was arrested while with her in Effing- 
ham county, was tried for assault in the 
superior court here this week.

Lee Hunter, a negro charged with the 
murder of Julius Williams, also colored, 
was acquitted.

In the case of Roland Johnson; colored, 
charged with murder, a mistake of the jury 
fn bringing in the vérdict will inure to the 
prisoner's benefit to the extent of perhaps 
fifteen years in the penitentiary. The case 
against Johnson was a astro Ps one and 
under the judge’s charge the jury, it is said, 
intended to find him guilty of voluntary 
manslaughter. Instead of this, however, 
they brought it in involuntary manslaugh- 
ter, and so tt will have to stand. The pen- 
alty fixed for the latter crime is from one 
to three years, and for the former the }jimit 
is twenty years. Johnson would no doubt 
have got ee extreme limit, and thus by 
the jury's mistake he has gained at least 
fifteen years. The lawyers say there is one 
similar case in the ‘78th Georgia, and the 
supreme court decided that the verdict 
would have to stand.

The Expansion in the Loan Item is a 
Cheering Sign. 

New York, May 21.—The Financier says 
this week: In the face of the showing made 
by the New York banks for the week end- 
ing May 2ist, it is difficult to see how the 
money market is to be sustained even on 
the present low level for any length of time. 
The banks now hold an excess reserve of 
$50.715,250—the highest reported in fourteen 
months. The circumstances which have 
brought about the remarkable changes in 
the statement are not difficult to under- 
stand. There is a decided movement from 
the interior and gold imports continue. 
Added to this, the treasury is disbursing 
large sums of money, and until two weeks 
ago high rates forced a constant liquida- 
tion of loans and sales of accumulated ster- 
lng bills. The result has been to throw a 
mass of idle money into the banks. Fortu- 
nately the situation has so much improved 
that the banks are finding use for part of 
this money, and the expansion of $7,857,800 
in loans for the week is a cheering sign. 
There is again some very active buyizg of 
sterling bills. Under normal circumstances 
the movement from the interior is only 
natural at this season, and now that the 
prcposed government bond issue has been 
delayed, New York will probably continue 
to gain heavily. The export figures issued 
by the treasury indicate that until the 
government calis for funds the surplus cash 
will again seek investment in deferred for- 
eign exchanges. Forty millions were thus 
placed during the first two months of this 
year, and the opportunity ts now as favor- 
able as at that time. The deposit increase 
of’ over $14,000,000 for the week is logical

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NW these days when all the world, par- 
[acuta the rew world, is holding up its 
Pinands in holy horror at the terrible 
Cuban atrocities, it will. be an interesting 
"piece of news to many that one of the most 
P gwful ‘massacres that ever occurred in 
“pny civilized country was perpetrated in 
‘the state of Virginia on the 2lst and 22d 
of August, 1831. The massacre occurred at 
‘the time of what is known as the slave 
yneurrection, in Southampton. 
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| Killed While They Slept. 

“The murder of this family, five in num- 
ber, was the work of a moment, not one 
of them awoke; there was a little infant 
sleeping in a cradle that was forgotten un- 
tl we had left the house and gone some 
distance, when Henry and Will returned 
and killed it. We got there four guns that 
would shoot and several old muskets with 
a pound 6r two of powder. We rema‘ned 
some time at the barn, where we paraded. 
I formed them in a line as soldiers and 
after carrying them through all the maneu- 
vers 1 was master of, marched them off 
to Mr. Salathful Francis’s, about six hun- 
dred yards distant. Sam and Will went to 
the door and knocked. Mr. Francis asked 
who was there; Sam replied it was him, and 
he had a letter, on which he got up and 
come to the door, They immediately seized 
him, and dragging him out aWittle from the 
door, he wags dispatched by repeatéd blows 
on the head. There was no other white 
Person In the family. 

‘“‘We started? from there for Mrs. Reese's, 
maintaining the most perfect silence on 
our march, and finding the door unlocked, 
we entered and murdered Mrs. Reese in 
her bed while sleeping. Her son awoke, but 
it was only to Sleep the sleep of death. He 
had only time to say ‘who is that,’ and he 
was no niore. 

“From Mrs. Reese’s we went to Mrs. 
Turner’s, a mile distant, which we reached 
by sunrise, on Monday morning. Henry, 
Nelson and Sam went to the stalls, wheré, 
finding Mr. Pebble, Nelson shot him and 
the rest of us went to the house. As we 
approached the family discovered us and 
shut the door. Vain hope! Will, with one 
stroke of his ax, opened it and we entered 
and found Mrs. Turner and Mrs. Newsome 
fm the middle of a room almost frightened 


march instantly. This was about 9 or 10 
o'clock Monday morning: I proceeded to 
ns Levi Waller's, two or three miles dis- 
ant. . 

“I took my station in the rear, and as 
it was my object to carry terror and de- 
vastation wherever we went, I placed fif- 
teen or twenty of the best armed and most 
to be relied upon, in front, who generally 
approached the houses as fast as their 
horses could run. This was for two pur- 
poses—to prevent anyone escaping jand 
strike terror to the inhabitants. On this 
account I never got to the houses, after 
leaving Mrs. Whitehead'’s until the mur- 
ders were committed, except In one case. 

“I sometimes got in sight in time to see 
the work of death completed, viewed the 
mangled bodies as they lay, in silent satis- 
faction, and immediately started in quest of 
other victims. 


Was Shown Her Husband’s Body. 


“Having murdered Mrs. Waller and ten 
chiidren, we started for Mr. William Wil- 
liams’s, killing him and two little boys who 
were there. Whilst we were engaged in this 
Mrs. Williams fled and got some distance 
from the house, but she was pursued, over- 
taken and compelled to get up behind one 
of the company, who brought her back, and 
after showing her the mangled body of her 
lifeless husband, she was told to get down 
and lay by his side, where she was shot 
dead. 

“I then started for Mr. Jacob Williams's, 
where the family were murdered. Here we 
found a young man named Drury, who had 
come on business with Mr. Williams. He 
was pursued, overtaken and shot. 

“Mr. Vaughan’s was the next place we 
visited, and after murdering the family 
here I determined on starting for Jerusa- 
lem. Our number now amounted to fifty 
or sixty, all mounted and armed with guns, 


of white men at the house, on which all 
deserted me but two, Jacob and Nat. We 
concealed ourselves in the woods until near 
night; when I sent them in géarch of 
Harry, Sam, Nelson and Hark and directed 
‘them to rally all they could at the place 
where we had had our dinner the Sunday 
before, where they would find me, and I 
accordingly returned there as soon as it 
was dark and remained until Wednesday 
evening. Discovering white men riding 
around the place as though they were look- 
ing for some one, and none of my men 
this I gave up all hope for the present, and 
on Thursday night, after having supplied 
myself with provisions from Mr. Travis’s, I. 
scratched a hole under a pile of fence rails 
in a fleld where I concealed myself for six 
weeks, never laving my hiding place but 
for a few minutes 'n the dead of the night 
to get water, which was very near. 

“Thinking by this time I could venture 
out I began.to go about in the night and 
eavesdrop the houses in the neighborhood. 
Pursuing this course for about a fortnight 
and gathering little or no intelligence, 
afraid of speaking to any human being, 
and returning every morning to my cave 
before the dawn of day. I know not how 
long I might have led this life if accideat 
had not betrayed me. 

“A dog in fhe neighborhood, passing by 
my. hiding place one night while I was out, 
was attracted by some meat I had in my 
cave and crawled in and stole it and was 
coming out just as I returned. A few 
nights after two negroes, having etarted 
to go hunting with the same dog, passed 
that way. The dog came again to the 
place and I, having just gone out to walk 
about, he discovered -me and barked, on 
which, thinking myself discovered, I spoke 
to them to beg concealment. On making 
myself known they fled from me.

Robbery Was One Object. 

“A general destruction of property and 
search for money and ammunition always 
succeeded the murders. 

“By this time my company amounted to 
fifteen and nine men mounted, who started 
for Mrs. Whitehead’s (the other six were 
to go through a byway to Mrs. Bryant's, 
and rejoin us at Mrs. Whitehead’s. As we 
approached the house we discovered Mr. 
Richard Whitehead standing in the cotton 
patch, near the fence. We called him over 
into the lane, and Will, the executioner, 
was near at hand, with his fatal ax to send 
him to an untimely grave. We pushed on 
to the house. I discovered some one run 
round the garden, and thinking it was 
some of the white family, I pursued them, 
but finding it Was a servant girl belonging 
to the house, I returned to commence the 
work of death. But they whom I left had 
not been idle, All the family were already 
murdered but Mrs. Whitehead and her 
daughter Margaret, As I came round to the 
door I saw Will pulling Mrs. Whitehead 
out of the house, and at the step he nearly 
with his broad ax, Miss 
Margaret, when I discovered her, had con- 
cealed herself in ‘the corner formed by the 
projection of the cellar cap from the house. 
On my approach she fled, but was soon 
overtaken, and after repeated blows with 
a sword, I killed her by a blow on the 
head with a@ fence rafl. 

“By this time the six who had gone to 
Mrs. Bryant’s rejoined us and informed me 
they had done the work of death assigned 
them. We again divided, part going to 
Mr. Richard Porter’s and from thence to 
Nathaniel Francis’s, the others to Mr. 
Howell Harris’s and Mr. T. Doyles’s. 

The Alarm Had Spread. 

“On reaching Mr. Porter's, he had es- 
caped with his family. I understood there 
that the alarm had already spread and I 
immediately returned to bring up those 
sent to Mr. Doyles’s and Mr. Howell Har- 
ris’s, the party I left going on to Mr. 
Francis's, having told them I would join 
them in that neighborhood. I met those 
sent to Mr. Doyles’s and Mr. Harris’s re- 
turning, having met Mr. Doyles on the 
road and killed him, and learning from 
some who joined them that Mr. Harris was 
from home, I immediately pursued the 
course taken by the party gone on before. 
But knowing they would complete the work 
of death and pillage at Mr. Francis’s be- 
fore I could get there I went to Mr. Peter 
Edwards's, expecting to find them there, 
but they had been here also. I then went 
to Mr. John T. Barrow’s. They had been 
there and murdered him. I pursued on their 
track to Captain Newitt Harris's, where I 
found the greater part mounted and ready 
to start: the men now amounting to about 
forty, shouted and hurrahed as I rode up. 
Some were in&he yard loading their guns, 


others drtuking. 


‘They said Captain Harris and his family 
had escaped. The property in the house 
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Jerusalem, and about three miles distant, 
it was proposed to mé to call there, but I 
objected, as I knew he had gone to Jerusa- 
lem, and my object was to reach there as 
soon as possible. But some of the men hay- 
ing relations at Mr. Parker's, it was agreed 
that they might call and get his people. 

“I remained at the gate on the road with 
seven or eight, the others going across the 
field to the house, about a half mile off. 
After waiting some time for them, I be- 
came impatient and started to the house 
for them, and on our return we were met by 
a party of white men, who had pursued our 
blood-stained track, and who had ‘fired on 
those at the gate and dispersed thm, which 
I knew nothing of, not having been at that 
timed rejoined by any of them. Immedi- 
ately upon discovering the whites, I ordered 
my men to halt and form, as they appeared 
to be alarmed. The white men, eighteen 
in number, approached to within 100 yards 
of us, when one of them fired. This was 
against the positive orders of Captain Al- 
exander P. Peete, who commanded, and 
who had directed the men to reserve their 
fire until within thirty paces. 

“I discovered about half of them retreat- 
ing. I then ordered my men to fire and 
rush on them. The few remaining stood 
their ground until we approached within 
fifty yards, when they fired and retreated. 
We pursued and overtook some of them, 
whom we thought we left dead. (They were 
not killed.) 


Friends Arrived in Time. 


“After pursuing them aboyt 20 yards, 
and rising a little hill, I discovered they 
were met by another party and had halted, 
and were reloading their guns. This was a 
small party from Jerusalem, who knew the 
negroes were in the field, and had just tied 
their horses to await their return to the 
road, knowing that Mr. Parker and family 
were in Jerusalem, but knew nothing of the 
party that had ‘gone in with Captain Peete. 

“On hearing the firing they immediately 
rushed to the spot and arrived just in time 
to save the lives of their friends and fellow- 
citizens. I saw them reloading their guns 
and more coming up than I saw at first, 
and several of my bravest men being 
wounded, the others became panic-struck 
and squandered over the field. The white 
men pursued and fired on us several times. 

“Hark had his horse shot under him, and 
I caught another for him that was running 
by me. Five or six of my men were wound- 
ed, but none left on the field. Finding my- 
self defeated here, I Instantly determined to 
go through a private way and cross the 
Nottoway river at the Cypress bridge, three 
miles below Jerusalem, and attack that 
place in the rear, as I expected they would 
look for me on the other road, and I hada 
great desire to get there to procure arms 
and ammunition. : 

“After going a short distance in this 
private way, accompanied by about twenty 
men, I overtook two or three who told me 
the others were dispersed in every dires- 
tion. After trying in vain to collect a suf- 
fiicent force to proceed to Jerusaiem, I de- 
termined to return, as I was sure they 
would make back to their old neighbor- 
hood, where they woukl rejoin me, make 
new recruits and come down again. 

“On my way back I called at Mrs. Thom- 
as’s. Mrs. Spencer’s and several other 
places, the white families having fled. We 
found no more victims to gratify our 
thirst for blood. We stopped at Major 
Ridley’s quarter for the night, and being 
joined by four of his men, with the re- 
cruits made since my defeat, we mustered 
now about forty strong. 

“After placing our sentinels, I laid down 
to sleep, but was quickly aroused by *3 
great racket. Starting up I found some 
mounted and others in great confusion. One 
of the sentinels having given the alarm 
that we were about to he attacked I or- 
dered some to ride around and reconnoiter, 
and on their return the others being more 
alarmed, nop knowing who they were, fled 
in different ways, so that I was reduced to 
about twenty again. With thig I determin- 
ed to attempt to recruit and proceed on to 
rally In the neighborhood I had left. 

“Dr. Blunt's was the nearest house, which 
we reached just before day. On riding up 
the yard Hark fired a gun. We expected 
Dr. Blunt and his family were at Major 
Ridley’s, as I knew there was a company 
of men there. We were immediately fired 
upon and retreated, leaving several of my 
men. I do not know what became of them 
as I never saw them afterwards. :

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OLDEST HOUSE IN METROPOLIS. 


The Remorseless Flames Destroy a Cel- 
ebrated Tavern in New York. 
From The New York Jvurna! 

There was a genuine feeling of sadness 
among New Yorkers when they read that 
the old Golden Hill Tawern had been <deé- 
stroyed by fire the nicht before, for the 
tavern was the oldest building in New 
York, and within its shadow was spilled 
the first Blood for the cause of American 
independence. 

Historic memories innumerable crowded 
about the old, weather-stained structure 
that had stood for over two centuries at 
No, 122 William street. in its time it had 
seen long stretches of pasture land con-_

John Adams, James Knox Polk. pve 
Jackson and many others of fame dined and 
wimed. Washington Irving as a boy played 
beneath the old oaks fn the rear of the 
tavern. With the exception of France's 
tavern it was the favorite gathering place 
of the men of a by-gone day. The place an- 
tedates Fratnce’s by considerably more 
than a quarter of a century. 

The fire of Saturday night made sad hav- 
oc. The place can be restored, for those old 
Dutch bricks. brought over to New Amster- 
dam as ballast way back in the seventeenth 
century, withstood the fierce heat. Black 
from smoke, they are yet intact, and on 
some of them could be seen quaint marks 
in Hollandish. But the interior of the tav- 
ern is almost destroyed. The old doors are 
mostly burmed through; the.greater part of 
the heavy balustrades was eaten away by 
the flames, there are but remnants of the 
Dutch chairs that had been built and rebuilt 
time and again. The Dutch fireplace of 
brick, which has stood for two centuries in 
the mainroom of the house, was not de- 
stroyed, and the floors. made of some wood 
so hard that it is almost impossible to drive 
a nail inte it, are burmed through only tn 
Places. Many antequarians visited the 
scere and gazed sadiy at the ruins Some 
tried to take away relics, but the firemen 
on gaurd vigorously prevented this. 

In the beck yard, charred about the trunk 
and branches, devoid of every vestige of 
foliage, stood two trees. The larger of 
the two oaks, which leans in its great age 
at an angle of twenty degrees to the south, 
was the cynosure of the eyes of visitors. 
This tree, supported against the furtes of 
storms by heavy cables on; four sides, is 
known to be over 159 years of age. 

It was this tree that offered ‘shade to the 
sous of liberty who fell in the encounter 
with the British soldiery on the afternoon 
of January 19, 17%, two months before the 
so-called “first blood of the revolution” 
was shed at the Boston massacre. 

This old house is shown on a map made 
and dedicated to John Montgomerie, cap- 
tain general and governor in chief of New 
York and New Jersey in 1728. At the time 
this map was made William street, south 
of Maiden lane, was known as Smith street; 
com street, east of William street, was

lphardt, died in 1728, perhaps prior to 
that, for in that year his executotTs con- 
veyed the property to Wynant Van Zandt. 
The property remained in the Van Zandt 
family until 1770, when it passed into the 
hands of Joshua Delaplatne, who three 
years later conveyed it to Samuel Gilford. 
The property has never changed hands 


since that time, 125 years ago, for it is new 


owned by the grandson of Samuel’ Gilford, 
Thomas B. Gilford, of Lexington avenue 
‘and Forty-sixth street. 

There is an interesting legend connected 
with the building of the house. It is made 
of the little old Dutch briek used as bal- 
last in a vessel which started from Holland 
for this country and was captured on the 
high seas by the Enelish and converted 
into a siaver. The bricks alone were left 
in the vessel before a cargo of slaves was 
obtained, and so cruelly did the English 
treat the slaves that their blood stained the 
bricks in the hold beneath the unfortunate. 

Then goes on the legend: ‘‘“From thence 
on periodically, and until the English were 
driven out of America forever by the suc- 
cess of the Revolution, the blood of the 
slaves would appear upon the surface ‘of 
the bricks notwithstanding the efforts to 


remove it.’ 

The house next door. Nos. 1244 and 1%, 
was built by Samuel Gilford immediately 
after the Revolution. and it, too. was dam- 
aged by the fire of Saturday night. One of 
the floors is occupied by the Lanthorn 
Club, composed of authors and artists. 

It is related that Washington Irving, who 
was born across the street, sacrificed his 
dignity sufficiently when he returned from 
Purope to climb over the old fence, steal 
peaches form the trees and chat with the 
slaves. and then he often referred to this 
escapade of his manhood’ as beite the only 
occasion when he had felt like a boy again.

GENERAL WADE COMES TODAY. 


New Commander Will Pass Through 
Atlanta Going to Chattanooga, 
Where Troops Are Mobilizing. 

Brigadier General James F, Wade, who 
has recently been transferred from the com- 
mand of the troops at Tampa to those now 
mobilizing at Chickamauga, will arrive in 
the city this morning en route to the na- 
tional park, where he will establish his 
headquarters. 

General Wade left Tampa several days 
ago, and has been making a_ slow trip 
through Florida and Georgia to his desti- 
nation. He has been met at a number of 
cities by prominent citizens, who have 
shown him many courtesies. 

He was before the war commander of the 
department of Dakota, with headquarters 
at St. Paul, Minn. Soon after hostilities 
commenced he was placed in command of 
one of the army corps on account of his 
ability as a general and experience in war 
with the Indians in the west and during the 
civil war. 

He was one of the youngest generals on 
the active list in the army, and'stands high 
among the authorities at Washington. 

He will stop in Atlanta only a _ short 
time, and will be met by a number of officers 
of the department of the gulf. Among 
them he has many friends that will be 
glad to see him again. 

From Atlanta he goes to Chickamauga 
and takes active command of the soldiers 
there. He will be closely associated there 
with General Brooke, who will surrender 
the command of the troops at the park to 
him. 

As soon as he arrives there it is expected 
that General Brooke will be able to move 
his headquarters to Atlanta, as General 
Wade will conduct the affairs of his por- 
tion of the army there.

CABLE LAYING 
IN WAR TIMES 


New Device in Hands of British Naval 
Authorities. 


SPECIAL SHIPS NOT NEEDED 


—— 


By This New Method Any Warship 
Can Lay a Cable. — 


AT RATE OF TWENTY KNOTS AN HOUR 


Can Be Laid by Night as Well as Day. 
Passing Vessels Will Not Know 
What Is Being Done. 


An invitation has lately been submitted 
to the British naval authorities which, if 
accepted, will undoubtedly prove an im- 
portant factor in future naval warfare. 
The designers are Lieutenant Crutchley, of 
the royal navy reserve, and Mr. Shell, a 
prominent engineer, who have devised an 
improved method of laying submarine 
cables, at a much increased rate of speed. 
By means of this invention, a warship or 
transatlantic liner can be used to lay a ca- 
ble of special design at a rate of twenty or 
more knats per hour. As will be seen, it 
requires very little alteration to adapt 
these vessels to the purpose, and the slow- 
going special boats at present in use will 
be susperseded. 


. Cutting Cables in War Time. 


One can easily realize how important it 
might be to a maritime nation, especially 
one with vast colonial possessions, or which 
rely for protection on a powerful fleet, to 
be able to lay a comparatively short cable, 
of from 500 to 1,000 miles, in a very short 
space of time, and withal so secretly and 
unostentatiously that the enemy would 
never suspect, until too late, that such 
communication had been established. Of 
course, one of the very first results of a 
declaration of war nowadays would be an 
attempt on both sides to destroy or inter- 
rupt any means of communication, more 
particularly telegraphic cormmunication, 
that might prove useful to the enemy. This 
has been witnessed on several recent occa- 
sions; it is, for instance, a well-known fact 
that when war seemed imminent between 
England and Russia secret preparations 
were hastily made on the Russian side to 
destroy the then existing cables. England 
would naturally be most severely crippled 
by such a course; perhaps to no nation Is 
cable service so important, for she relies 
so much on her fleet. that some means of 
sending messages rapidly and surely be- 
tween outlying squadrons and stations and 
the seat of government is of vital necessity. 
Many experiments have been made with 
a view ta telegraphy without wires, but so 
far unsuccessfully at any but the shortest 

distances, and England's only present 
comfort has been that she is in possession 
of nearly al] the special cable laying and 
repairing vessels. Now Messrs. Shell and 
Crutchley step in to the rescue with a mag- 
nificent scheme, which would seem to lay 
at rest the vexed question of the trans- 
mission of orders, even if the enemy has 
succeeded in cutting existing cables. 


Lighter Cables of Less Cost. 

The differences between the present at 
the new system of laying submarine cables 
are many and varied. To start with, the 
new cable is much lighter and less expen- 
sive than the ponderous affair used for 
spanning the Atlantic. Three hundred 
knots weigh only 180 tons, while the price 
averages only $300 per knot. Coiled on a 
large drum, these 300 knots, ready for use, 
can be stowed away in a tank or hold about 
the size of a large double boiler, so that 
a g00d-sized ship, such as a cruiser or liner, 
could easily find room for two such drums, 
one in the aft and the other in the fore 
hold. Here would be 700 miles of cable, 
weighing about 360 tons, stowed away ready 
for immediate use. Another plan is to car- 
ry the cable on small drums holding but 


» forty knots each and joined together; these 
drums possess the merit of being light and bs 


portable and also casily put away. 

The paying out of the cable ‘s accom- 
plished very simply and ingen‘ously, en- 
gines of 1% horse power being utilized to 
revolve the large carrying drum and giving 
a delivery speed of over twenty knots an 
hour. Now it Is necessary, in laying a 
cable, that a certain amount of slack 
shoukl be available, so that the cable can 
accommodate itself to the frequent inequall. 
ties of the ocean bed and not become tight- 
ly stretched from one prominence to the 


another, thus throwing an excessive strain 


on the paying out machinery.

cable passes from these bobbins to a re- 
volving pulley at the ship’s stern. which 
literally ejects the wire at a speed which 
can, if necessary, be made greater 
than the rate of dehvery at the tank. A 
controlling apparatus is attached to the 
slack-carrying drums to prevent the using 
up of the bight too suddenly, until the 
strain becomes sufficient to overcome this 
resistance. Before the 2,000 feet have been 
absorbed in this way, it is evident that the 
ship’s speed can be diminished a little, so 
that the excess rate of delivery will soon 
again accumulate sufficient slack. 

Laying Out 21 Knots an Hour. 

The result attained by this system in 
actual work are said to be marvelous: of 
coruse there is nothing out of the way in 
the entire design, but usually these won- 
derfully simple ideas, though brilliant in 
theory, seem to collapse when put to a 
thorough test in practice. The Snell- 
Crutchley invention, however, does pot 
appear to belong to this class, and the 
inventors have demonstrated satisfactorily 
that a ship able to make twenty knots, 
can easily pay out twenty-one knots of ca- 
ble, the extra knot being compensation for 
the uneven floor of Neptune’s home. 

A simple calculation shows that com- 
munication can be established by these 
means, between points 700 miles distant 
within a space of thirty hours, and the 
cable once laid would be permanent, at 
least as cables go. The secrecy of the 
Stratagem also would insure its success, 
for, as before said, a cruiser or other fast 
vessel can be quickly fitted for the work 
at very short notice. Nothing unusual is 
visible to a passing ship, save perhaps 
what would look like a taut rope trailing 
astern, and even that could be concealed 
without difficulty. And, to crown all, the 
work can be as well done at night as in 
the day time, requiring, as it does, little or 
no supervision.

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PLANAGAN'S THIRD | 
TRIAL TOMORROW 


The Notorious Prisoner Will Face the 
Bar of Justice.

SOME NEW EVIDENCE TO BE INTRODUCED 


Nearly 500 Witnesses: Have Been 
Summoned and Will Consume 
Over a Week’s Time.

DWARD CC. FLANAGAN will be 
placed on trial before Judge Candler 
in the superior court of DeKalb 


for the third time tomorrow morning. The 
prisoner now confined in the Fulton 
ccunty ‘jail, where he says he is glad to 
remain, feels more secure from a 
mob and gets more comforts than he would 
if he was in the little jail at Decatur. 

The trial tomorrow morning will be a 
spirited from the beginning. Both 
sides claim to have much new evidence 
that they will introduce, and it is said that 
the entire mature of the case will be 
changed from former trials. The issue will 
be sanity or insanity at the present time. 

This has the contending point at 
each of the other two trials, and if the 
jury finds this Flanagan is too insane to 
intelligently assist his council in the man- 
agement of his trial for the murder of 
Mrs. Dixon Allen and Miss Ruth Slack, 
he will be sent to the asvlum until he 
sufficiently recovers to have a trial for 
life. 
The Flanagan case, as it is known in 
Georgia, has become a famous one. When 
the crime was committed on December 31, 
1896, it excited the state, and was one of 
the most atrocious crimes that has ever 
occurred in DeKalb county. 

Flanagan, thinking that he was being 
pursued ‘by George Allen, in order to keep 
him from marrying the latter’s daughter 
and for some money which the prisoner 
then had, became crazed, some say, with 
whisky or by powerful stimulant, and 
others say by excitement and frenzy, ran 
from his room.in the Allen home into the 
dining mite. ‘ett the Allen family was 
at supper, and commenced firing at George 
Allen. He struck the two ladies, one of 
whom died almost instantly and the other 
a few days later, and George Allen received 
a ball in the neck, from which he recov- 
ered. : 

Flanagan was taken In Charge and 
brought to the Fulton county jail. Threats 
of lynching and even attempts of many 
kinds were made to secure the prisoner, 
that he might be turned over to a mob 
where justice would not be delayed. He 
was tried on the issue of insanity, and dur- 
ing this trial the militia of Atlanta had to 
be called out to guard the courthouse where 
Flanagan was kept for several days and 
nights. . 

The excitement ran high in all parts of \ 
the state, and especially in Atlanta and , 
DeKalb county. It was one of the few 
times that the militia of the city has ever 
been called upon. The town of Decatur 
took on a most striking appearance. An 
attempt was made by a mob to get the 
prisoner, but the attempt was not suc- 
cessful. 

The .trial resulted in a verdict of sanity, 
which was against the prisoner... A new 
trial was obtaing@l and the same ground, 
with little change, was gone over. The 
verdict in this case was one of sanity. The 
case was carried to the supreme court, and 
after being argued there a @ecision was 
rendered granting a new trial, which will 
commence tomorrow. 

The result of this third trial will be 
watched with the greatest attention,and the 
result of it will probably determine the 
fate of the prisoner. 

The prosecution has been vigilant to 
secure any additional proof that might 
be obtainable, and say it has succeeded in 
getting the names of many witnesses who 
will throw strong light on the evidence 
against the defendant. 

The defense is more sanguine of a verdict 
of insanity at this hearing than it has 
ever been, and with the new evidence that 
has been secured the attorneys believe 
they will make too formidable a showing 
for any jury to give a verdict for sanity.

Judge Lumpkin Delivered a Decision in 
an Important Case Yesterday. 


AGAINST THE MINING COMRANY 


W. B: Lowe Is Upheld and Will Be 


Allowed To Retain Laborers. 


AROSE OVER BID MADE FOR CONVICTS 


Mr. T. D. Meador, Representing South- 


ern Mining Company, Loses His 
Claim for Pro Rata. 


UDGBE UUMPKIN refused to grant the 

injunction asked for by the Southern 

Mining Company, through its president, 
Mr T. D. Meador, against Mr. W. B. Lowe, 
yesterday. He delivered his decision, which 
is quite lengthy, on the case that was ar- 
gued before him some time ago. 

The convict lease system figures ir the 
case, and it was largely on account ef this 
that the injunction was asked bythe min- 
ing company. 

When bids for leases of the convicts of 
the state were being let by the prison 
commissioners, Mr. Lowe was one ofthe 
bidders. He hag been engaged by the 
Southern Mining Company, among a large 
number of other concerns, to make bids for 
them, and if the bid made by Mr. Lowe 
was accepted the convicts which would be 
obtained under it were to be divided be- 
tween the corporations which Mr. Lowe 
represented. 

Mr, Lowe was engaged as the agent of 
these companies on account of his familiar- 
ity with the methods used in making bids 
for convicts, He was instructed to make a 
reasonable bid and one that woula get the 
laborers, if possible. No specified amount, 
it is said. was stated. 

The former petition asking for the in- 
junction which was filed in the court stated 
that Mr. Lowe made a bid of $98 a man for 
1,100 convicts. After the agent made this 
b'g it was learned that another bidder had 
made a higher bid and would secure what 
the companies represented by Mr. Lowe 
wanted if some change in their bid was 
not made. 

The petition says that Mr. Lowe made a 
higher bid ang secured 70) of the convicts. 
This number was not. sufficient to go 
around when distributed among all the 
companies, and would not be more than 
enough to work the numerous concerns Mr. 
Lowe was personally interested in. 

He consequently refused to deliver any 
of the convicts to the other concerns and 
Mr. Meador, in behalf of the Southern Min- 
ing Company, filed the bill for an injunc- 
tion, aSking the court to restrain Mr. Lowe 
from disposing of any of the convicts and 
requiring him to deliver up a pro rata share 
of them to the Southern Mining Company. 

In Judge Lumpkin’s decision he has re- 
fused to do this and the entire number of 
convicts which were intended for all the 
concerns which Mr. Lowe is alleged to have 
represented will go to the companies of Mr. 
Lowe. 

Mr. Lowe says that he made one bid as a 
representative of ail the companies that 
had asked him to represent them, but that 
when he undertook upon his own responsi- 
bility to make another and higher bid, he 
was releaseq from al!) obligations to these 
companies and was no longer their agent. 

He says that it was with great difficulty 
that he persuaded Mr. Meador, of the min- 
ing company, to allow him to make a bid 
of $98, and he thought the company would 
not listen to a higher bid. 

The Southern Mining Company and others 
say that Mr. Lowe represente@ them to 
the last, and whatever bid he made was 
in their interest. On this ground they were 
entitled to a part of the number of convicts 
secured by the last bid. 

The case may be taken to the supreme 
court, as it is said some of the parties are 
very dissatisfied. Mr. Lowe was represent- 
ea by John L. Hopkins & Sons. 


Every Man Was with Him. 

‘wo veterans stood at the desk of an 
old guard recruiting station swapping rem- 
iniscences for the entertainment of a group 
of eager listeners, sayS The New York Sun. 

‘The enthusiasm displayed by you young 
fellows in rushing to enlist,’’ said one, ‘‘Tre- 
minds me of the impatience and high feath- 
er with which the youngsters of my day 
hailed the approach of hostilities with the 
confederates. You remember how it was, 
don’t you, Bill?’’ 

“Yes,’’ replied the second old soldier, smil- 
ingly. “I thought I was going down south 
on a picnic frolic, and the only fear I had 
was that it wouldn’t last long enough—but 
it did; it did.”’ 

‘Phat was the way I felt about it,”’ con- 
tinued the first veteran, ‘that is, until I 
got under fire, and then for ten minutes, 
I’m not ashamed to confess, I was the 

erst scured volunteer who ever hankered 
or war. There were tens of thousands 
who experienced the same fright, however, 
and they were not necessarily cowards, 
either.

bility clause which admitted only lineal 
descendants of confederate soldiers. 

My enthusiasm knew no bounds when I 
heard of this grand new patriotic order, 
but what was my surprise when I found 
that the women of the confederacy the:n- 
selves were not eligible to join it. I, the 
widow of an officer and the sister of three 
others and a confederate senator, with 
four years’ work, love and tears to my 
vwn account, coulg not be a member of the 
order which was to memoralize the cause I 
most loved. Hundreds of other women 
were similarly pleced. ; 

I at once presented this view of the case 
to headquarters, where it was immediately 
adopted. The inconsistency of the position 
waa at once apparent. The descendant can- 
not be greater than the ancestor and a s0- 
clety to memoralize descent: would be 
slightly absurd if it excluded the atill living 
ancestors it honored. 

Therefore the constitution of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy was altered 
and now reedy: 

“Those wumen entitled to membership 
are the widows, wives, mothers, sisters, 
nieces and lineal descendants of sueh men 
as served honorably in the confederate 
army, navy or civil service, also women 
and their Mheal descendanta who can give 
proof of personal service ‘and loyal aid to 
the southern cause during the war.” 

Thus it will be seen that our°-wemeéen who 
have any just claim to confederate recprda 
ny enter, and though we number nearly 
every distinguished woman of the confed- 
eracy in our ranks, the wife of the hum- 
blest private who did his “duty is as we!l- 
come as was that gracious woman, or 
last most honored president, Mrs, Fitzhugs 
Lee. 

The order is mainly historical in its ob-. 
ject and will strive to memoralize the dark 
days of ‘61-66, particularly from the wo- 
man’s standpoint. Bach local chapter has 
its historian who will gather up the his- 
tory of her section and hand to the kLis- 
torian of each state division. This interest- 
ing matter will in time be compiled into a 
history of the confederacy, with perhaps 
@ separate volume for each state. 

The order of the United Daughters of 
the Confederacy is already. the .-largest 
body of representative southern women and 
we confidently expect it to become one of 
the largest bodies of influential women in 
the world. So far it has been a society en- 
tirely free from wrangling and discord and 
one of the principal objects of the order is 
to inculcate friendly and helpful inter- 
course among southern women.

'TRACHERS MERT IN JULY 


The National Association Convenes in 
Washington This Year. 


GEORGIANS ARE URGED TO GO 


Professor W. M. Slaton Says That His 
Profession Cannot Afford To 
Stay at Home. 


Twenty thousand or more echool teachers 
from all parts of the Uniteg States will 
meet in Washington the week of July 7th. 
It is not often that the National Bducation- 
al Association meets in a city so conveni- 
ent for the teachers of the south. Last 
year the association met in Milwaukee and 
sOMe times it meets in the extreme east, 
and again in the far west. 

Professor W. M. Slaton, principal of the 
Boys’ High school, Atlanta, is state direc- 
tor and manager of the association for 
Georgia. He has been attending the con- 
ventions for almost twenty years and he 
says that teachers cannot afford to miss 
the meetings. Every teacher who goes is 
benefited ang comes away a better teacher. 

“Teachers owe it to their schools as well 
a@s to themselves to attend these conven-

tions whenever an opportunity offers,"’ said 
the professor, ‘I hope to see a large dele- 
gation go from this state to Washington in 
July. The railroads will give low rates 
and accommodations will be very re@sona- 
bile while there. A teacher will get many 
dollars’ benefit in return for every dollar 
which is spent on the trip.”’ 

Professor Slaton has associated with him 
in planning to work up a large delega’ion 
from Georgia Major R. J. Guinn, superin- 
tendent of Fulton county’s public schools; 
Professor Euler B. Smith, of the State 
Normal schoo], at Athens; Professor Otis 
Ashmore, superintendent of public schvols 
at Savannah; President John S. Stewart, 
of the North Georgia Agricultural and Muil- 
itary college, at Dahlonega; President P. 
D. Pollock, of Macon, ang Superintendent 
Cc. B. Gibson, of Columbus. 

Professor Slaton has issued an address to 
the teachers of the state informing them of 
the coming convention, which meets on 
July 7th and will continue until July i2th. 
He points to the attractions of Washington, 
the capitol, congress, public buildings, art 
galleries, great libraries, the Smithsonian 
institution, the National Museum and the 
historic places around. The address goes 
on to say: 

Meetings of the Association. 


“The general scheme of meeting is as fol- 
lows: 

“There will be elght sessions, namely, on 
Thursday evening, July 7th; Friday morn- 
ing and evening, Saturday morning, Mon- 
day morning and evening and Tuesday 
morning ang evening, July 12th. 

‘The first and last of these meetings will 
be héld in Convention hall, which has a 
seating capacity of about five thousand. 
The other. general sessions will be held in 
the Grand opera house and the new Na- 
tional theater. These buildings are central- 
ly located near each other ang are well 
adapted for large audiences. For these ses- 
sions double programmes will be arranged. 

‘The national council will meet July 6th 
and 7th, preceding the meetings of the asso. 
ciation. 

“The sessions of the sixteen rema'tning 
departments wil] take place on the after- 
noons of Friday. Monday and Tuesday—ten 
meetings to be held each afternoon. Sat- 
urday afternoon and evening will be left 
for social recreation and sightsee'ng. A 
suitable hall conveniently located will be 
provided for each department. At the sug- 
gestion of the officers of the association, 
educational themes will be discussed in the 
pulpits of the various churches in Waehing- 
ton on Sunday.

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Colonel Candler’s Gift of Explefive. 

The Macon Telegraph has of iate been 
much disturbed over Colonel Candler’s 
gift of expletive. 

It is a pity that a plain man, brought 
up among the toiling farmers of mount: 
ain Georgia, cannot have all the 
niceties of speech which belong to 
the cultivated flower of city life. But 
whatever he may lack in polish, he 
makes up ip truth and sincerity—which, 
after all, are the main qualifications we 
look for in a rugged man. But a few 

weeks ago Colone] Candler had occasion 
to speak in the town of Clinton. Of 
course it goes without saying that the 
-colonel spoke to his audience in direct 
language, and that he used no circumlo- 
cution im getting at the matter under dis- 
cussion. The speech was well received 
by his audience and no complaint was 
made until it came from a newspaper 
several hundred miles away, which 
aroused for the delicacy of female na- 
ture, protested against certain remarks 
which were said to have fallen from the 
lips of the gubernatorial candidate. 
These remarks, if they really had been 
made, would have emphasized the gift 
of strong speaking which everybody 
admits to Colonel Candler. They were 
taken up by The Macon Telegraph 
which after much explanation, proceed- 
ed sorrowfully to draw conclusions as 
to the condition of affairs which would 
allow such remarks to have been made. 

Now it turns out, after all, that plain, 
speaking as Colonel Candler is, he did 
not use the precise language which has 
been credited to him at the Clinton 

meeting. The Constitution is in receipt 
of a letter from Mrs. S. Napier, one of 
the leading ladies of that section of the 
Btate. In inclosing it, she says: “I have 
sent a copy of this letter to The Macon 
Telegraph answering the charges against 
- Colonel Candler, and in order to insure 
its publication, I ask that you print it 
in The Constitution.” The letter went 
on to say: 


Dovedale, Baldwin County, Ga., May 18, 
1838.—Editor of Macon Telegraph, Dear Sir: 
I feel it my duty to say to you I was pres- 
ent in Clinton when Colonel Candler spoke. 
I sat very near him while speaking and 
paid good. attention. I did not hear him 
gay anyth'ng that would offend a lady, and 
mot any profanity. This woula have been 
sent before, though I have not been well. 
Yours truly, MRS. SKELTON NAPIER. 

It ‘ts to be hoped that this emphatic 
vindication of Colonel Candler by one 
of the very ladies for whose welfare The 
Macon Telegraph was so solicitious, will 
pettie the matter, and that hereafter wa 


will hear less about the Clinton episode. 
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Judge Atkinson’s Speech. 


Judge Atkinson has taken advantage 
of his position as a candidate for the 
‘governor of Georgia to deliver a speech 
in the city of Atlanta. 

Of course, Atlanta was delighted that 
Judge Atkinson should have selected 
it as one of the points from which to a@a- 
dress the great public. In fact, it has 
become a matter of course that the man 
who does not come to Atlanta once in 
awhile in order to get in touch with the 
people, will be sadly left in the long 
run. The people listened to him re- 
spectfully, and according to the report, 
the best of humor prevailed between au- 
dence and speaker, 

But it is with what Judge Atkinson 
had to say that we now have to deal. In 
that speech he is quoted as repeating Mr. 
Berner’s statement about being willing 
to “bankrupt the state treasury before 
he would intrench on the pension or 
school appropriations.” Having thus 
quoted his running mate to such good 
effect, he also charged Colonel Candler 

with having made a simiar quotation. 
At this point, we are told, someone in 
the audience exclaimed that Colonel Can.- 
dler had never said anything of the kind. 
Then it was that Judge Atkinson, with 
the blandest of smiles and most insinuat- 

| ing manner,,replied that he “would leave 
» that matter with Colonel Candler, who 
Pe had been given opportunity to deny the 

— Charge, but had not done so.” 
>, The Constifiiion will be excused for 
» taking it for granted that Judge Atkin- 
» Son has quoted his friend, Mr. Berner. 
s correctly that he would bankrupt the 
State treasury before he would take a 
jollar from the pension fund. But how 
rebout his reference to Colonel Candler? 
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Colonel Candler in Rome on March 28th 
last, it will be seen that he referred to 
this identical matter, in which he aiso 
quoted Colonel Berner’s statement and 
then went on to say of the latter: “My 
friend talks witly. The peopie must 
be bankrupted before the treasury be- 
comes bankrupt. The state in its sov- 
ereignty can tax the people to confisca- 
tion before the treasury becomes bank- 
rupt. There is no limit to the power of 
the legisature to fmpose taxes, and it 
could by exorbitant taxation practically 
confiscate the homes of thousands of the 
taxpayers of the state.” Having thus 
stated the principle upon which confisca- 
tion could be reached before certain ap- 
propriations need be lessened, Colonel 
Candler, speaking as one of those for 
whose benefit that appropriation has 
been made, goes on to say: “But I am 
a confederate soldier, and I repeat, I 
have been shot down on the field of bat- 
te; I have been maimed for life; I ama 
pensioner under the law, and I can speak 
for the ‘hero and a hero’s widow,’ as my 
friend has pleased to call them.”” ‘Then, 
in this character of confederate soldier, 
and speaking for his eomrades and their 
widows, Colonel Candler goes on to say: 

The hero and the hero’s widow do 
not-want you to bankrupt the treasury 
for them. They do not want you to 
confiscate the homes and the farms 
of their neighbors to pay pensions to 
them. They do not want the bugden 
of taxation, now well nigh intolerable, 
increased for their benefit. We will 
take care of them and see to it that 
none want or go to the poorhouse, but 
we will not bankrupt the treasury to 
ce so. The men who faced death on 
the field of fire and blood are too brave 
and foo just to demand such a sacri- 
fice, and they decline with thanks Mr, 
Berner’s offer to bankrupt the treas- 
ury. 

It is to be hoped that, after Judge At- 
k¢nson has read these emphatic deela- 
rations, which must have escaped his at- 
tention heretofore, he will revise his 
speech when he speaks elsewhere and 
confine his charge of bankrupting the 
treasury of the state to his friend, Mr. 
Berner, relieving Colonel Cand'er from 
a statement to whivh he is diametrically 
opposed. 
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The Growing Crops. 

In the midst of the international trou- 
bles in which this country is now en- 
gaged, it is refreshing to turn to do- 
mestic concerns and to note the munifi- 
cent return which is in sight for the 
husbandman. 

In all sections of the country, the 
crops indigenous thereto are in an ad. 
vanced state of growth. The great west 
is bending under the bountiful yield 
of wheat, while the food crops have 
pushed their area far into the south, 
thus insuring abundant provision for the 
nation. This crop, which in a market 
of the lowest possible price has brought 
from $400,000,000 to $500,000,000 into the 
country, Will be largely inereased in val- 
ue during the coming selling season. It 
is already assured that the western farm- 
er will get his net dollar-a-bushel, if, 
indeed, more does not come to him. 

In our own section, the large cotton 
crop which has undoubtedly been plant- 
ed, will be greatly enhanced in value be- 
cause of the care which our planters 
have generally taken to raise their bread- 
stuffs. It is safe to say that the farm- 
er who raises his supplies at home will 
always find profit in a money crop which 
he has to sell; while the man who does 
not provide for his home supplies loses 
money, no matter how high the market 
may go. The south has had severe les- 
sons in this matter, and these lessons 
have been taken to heart. From the 
best indications, the southern states will 
very largely support themselves, and 
thus add to the volume of food crops 
which we will have to sell abroad, as 
well as providing against drawing upon 
their cotton for supplies, thus muking 
it an extra crop, the profits of which 
should go into their pockets.’ 

Industry, progress and economy, all 
marshalled by that great virtue, pru- 
dence, will make any nation great and 
prosperous. The Constitution’ believes 
that the conditions which now surround 
our whole country, north, south, east 
and west, are such as will defy the ma- 
chinations of illiberal legislation, and 
will bring prosperity to the people. Be- 
lieving thts, we can but appeal to all 
citizens to put their shoulders to the 
wheel of progress, to be cheérful in the 
course of daily life, to be prudent in the 
management of their affairs, and we will 
have before us an era which will rival 
the best with which the cofntry has 
ever been blessed, 
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“Surreptitiousness” and Other Things. 

And so our fleets are at Key West, 
while the Spanish squadron has steamed 
into Santiago with colors flying and 
bands playing! Well, well, ‘well! And 
now rumor comes that the Spaniards 
have steamed out again and are gone 
no one knows whither. This state of 
things is calculated to shed discomfort 
on some of the coast towns. We confi- 
dently expect a screech to come from 
the New England water front demand- 
ing that both Sampson and Schley be 
sent to guard that celebrated fish and 
game kitchen situate somewhere in Bos. 
ton bay. 

Anyhow, Key West seems to have 
abundant protection. But how and where 
is the celebrated boafd of naval strategy 
to protect itself against the furious edi- 
tors, who, having. been deprived of the 
privilege of printing all the news while 
it is still in an unsalted state, will now 
rise up to smash, condemn and abolish 
everything and everybody that has had 
anything to do with the remarkable d‘s- 
play of naval tactics which has been on 
private exhibition in the foam-crested 
waters of the Caribbean sea? 

Why, take the matter and look at it: 
turn it over and examine it. Hadn’t the 
whole thing been settled in advance by 
the editorial admirals and commodores? 
It was as easy as falling off a log. 
Schley was to go down and spread out 
like a fan, Sampson being already spreaa 
out like another fan, and then, in this 
conformation, they were to scour the 
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necessary, find the Spaniard and crush 
him. Crush was the word. 

But whether the fan movement was 
ever put in operation nobody knows. We 
all wake up soon in the morning, with 
the jaybirds squalling and the catbirds 
screaming and-~read that the naval fans 
have been closed up, if they were ever 
opened, and that our warships are re- 
posing in the neighborhood of Key West; 
or that they have been reposing there, 
but are now “surreptitusly” going to 
sea. Now, if it is a fine thing to be 
“surreptitious,” the Spanish admiral 
should take the cake, for his surrepti- 
tiousness, native or acquired, has land- 
ed his fleet safely in Cuba. Admiral 
Dewey was also surreptitious in his way, 
for.after he had slipped into Manila bay, 
and demolished half of the Spanish 
squadron, and asked his men whether 
they'd have sugar and cream in their 
coffee at breakfast, he thoughtfully cut 
the cable, and finished up the business 
in hand. No doubt he was afraid that 
the war board and the vigilant editors 
would send him conflicting orders; and, 
as to news, why he had warmer and 
fresher information than anybody, not 
even excepting the distinguished board 
of naval strategy. 

Sampson and Schley, not being in 
that happy state of tsolation, are com. 
pelled to carry on their campaign to 
please those who know as little about 
the situation as the suppressed corre- 
spondents.- And, as the result, won't 
there be a pretty howdy-do when the 
newspapers begin to give vent to the 
indignation that belongs to reckless and 
active minds? The New England ed- 
itors have been crying out: “Look at 
Secretary Long: compare him with the 
rest of the muddled crowd.” And you 
may be sure the rest of the newspapers 
will take them at their word, and cry 
back: “Well, we're already looking at 
Long; but how can we keep our eyes 
away from the muddle in the Caribbean 
sea?’’ 

Such is life in the great North Amer- 
ican republic and.on the outlying seas— 
especially in the neighborhood of Cuba, 
where the  reconcentradoes are dying 
with their eyes turned northward, and 
with never a sight of the flag of freedom; 
and where an impatient Cuban com- 
mander is asking why in the name of 
liberty we don’t begin to do what we 
started out to do? 

No doubt all this will go far to explain 
why the jays and the catbirds, and the 
sparrows were kicking up such a tre- 
mendous row in the back yard early 
yesterday morning. There was nothing to 
account for it, not even a dazed and be- 
lated screech owl. And perhaps this is 
why the mockingbird persists in using 
the yard dog as a saddle horse whenever 
he ventures too near a certain natural 
bower of honeysuckles im the garden. 

It is true that these creatures don't 
read the papers: but how do we know 
that they do not have avenues of inform- 
ation and channels of intelligence supe. 
rior in all ways to those we have accus- 
tomed ourselves to depend on? And. in 
fine, to adopt the logic of “higher crit- 
icism,”’ if the jays, and sparrows, and 
catbirds didn’t know of the Spaniards’ 
superior surreptitiousness, what were 
they squabbling about? The matter is 
plain! 
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The Gladstonian Era. 


Within the space of time covered. by 
the picturesque career of that illustrious 
Englishman who now lies cold in death 
under the arches of Hawarden castle, the 
world has compassed one of its most 
brilliant eras. Perhaps it might he 
truthfully affirmed that in many of its 
phases it ts wholly without parallel. 

When iMr. Giadstone came upon the 
world’s stage in 1809, George III, the 
tyrant mentioned in the declaration of 
this country’s independence, still ruled 
upon the throne of England. Queen 
Victoria, whose reign has since become 
the longest in the annals of the king- 
dom, was not born unt!l at least ten 
years later. On this side of the Atlan- 
tic President James Madison occupied 
the office of chief executive of the United 
States. In France Napoleon's star was 
in its zenith, and more than four years 
remained before the time fixed by fate 
for its eclipse upon the field of Water- 
loo. 

What is today known as the famous 
Monroe doctrine was not then kpown 
even to its great author. On the Hud- 
son river only some two years before, 
Robert Fulton had performed the daring 
miracle of successfully applying steam 
to navigation, but the first vessel to puff 
its way across the ocean was still the 
product of the distant future. Of the 
network of gigantic railway systems 
which today threads the globe there 
was not the slightest inkling at the 
time of Mr. Gladstone’s birth. George 
Stephenson, the great Englishman whose 
foreordained lot it was to supplant the 
stage coach with the locomotive, was 
then toiling in obscurity, ignorant of the 
fame which waited to reward his genius. 
Even the match, which is today. the 
prime necessity of modern life, was yet 
to kindle its first artificial blaze when 
Mr. Gladstone appeared upon the world’s 
stage; and Englishmen of gentle blood 
were not at that time averse to borrow- 
ing live coals of fire with which to kindle 
warmth upon their noble hearths. 

We might recount at some length the 
hardships which were incident to life 
in both hemispheres at the time of Mr. 
Gladstone’s birth. Without the con- 
veniences of travel which exist today, 
people were compened in the early dec- 
ades of the century either to remgin at 
home or else to make journeys in crude 
and primitive vehicles at the peril of 
their lives. In England, where the 
towns were comparatively close together 
and where the intervening country wae 
thoroughly subdued, the hardships aris- 
ing from imperfect facilities of travel 
were greatly mininM@zed: but in this 
country, with its vast area thinly popu- 
lated by white people and constantly ex- 
posed to the dangers of Indian assaults, 
the lack of proper traveling facilities en- 
tailed the most serious results. While 
the United States at the time of which 
we speak occupied only the extreme east- 
ern part of the continent, there were few 
Americans who possessed anv definite 
idea of the vast extent of territory cov- 
ered by the stars and stripes. 

But what must have been the status 
of affairs at the time of Mr. Gladstone’s 
birth arising from the absence of the 
telegraph? Wecan easily tmagine what 
must have been the characteristics of 
the pewspaper at that time. when 
months were required for news to travel 
from Hong Kong to London. In this 
connection we may revert with some in- 
terest to the war of 1812... On account of 
the brilliant victoty which General An- 
drew Jackson achieved at New Orleans 
over General Packingham under the 
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was not fought until some time after 
negotiations of peace had been concluded 
between Pingland and the United States. 


‘Such was the lame-footed manner im 


which news traveled at that time that 
General Jackson never  heard-of the 
tréaty until he had succeeded in com- 
pletely wiping rp the earth with General 
Packiugham’s red coats. If nev trav- 
eled no faster today than it did -at the 
time of Mr. Gladstone’s birth, we would 
still be in ignorance of the death of Eng- 
land’s great commoner; and so far as the 
present war with Spain is concerned, We 
would certainly be in sore traits. 

But the world” has made rapid prog- 
ress siice the eyes of Mr. Gladstone first 
opened upon the light of day in Liver- 
pool. Palatial steamers now cross the 
Atlantic ocean in less than six days and 
completely circumnavigate the globe in 
less than two months. Immense rail- 
way systems intersect the various conti- 
nents and take up the lines of travel 
where the st@amers leave them off. In 
the interchange of products which the 
evolution of the locomotive engine has 
produced the tropics have #ecome ttrrou- 
tary to the poles. while the poles have 
become tributary to the tropics. In other 
words, the world has been converted into 
one vast neighborhood. With the intro- 
duction of the telegraph, the brother- 
hood of man has become even more pro- 
nounced and events are flashed around 
the globe with the rapidity of thought 
itself. Verily, in the achievements of 
this scientific miracle, the wonders of 
oriental magic are surpassed. But we 
must not overlook other great develop- 
ments which have taken place since Mr. 
Gladstone came upon t's2 world’s stage. 
There is the modern battleship which is 
now figuring with such tragic promi- 
nence upon the seas, There are also the 
sewing machine, the telephone, the @&lec- 
tric light, the electric car, the cam- 
era and the cathode ray. We might 
enumerate other great discoveries and 
inventions, but we must content our- 
selves with the general observation that 
i? the period of time covered by the life 
of Mr. Gladstone does not vie in the 
quality of its literary contributions with 
the golden era of Elizabeth, it is none 
the less resplendent in the miracle of 
scence which it has given to mankind. 

But when the progress which the cause 
of human liberty throughout the globe 
has measured within the time covered hv 
the life of Mr. Giadstone is considered 
is there not equa) cause for devout con- 
gratulation? 
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Somewhat Fremature. 

Mr. Chauncey Depew achieved noto- 
riety long ago, a reputation based on 
his cuteness as an after-dinner speaker 
and actor. He is now pursuing reputa- 
tion: he desires to become famous as an 
international statesman; and he con- 
ceives that his opportunity is at hand. 
Consequently, here he is posing as the 
chief and great high Thingum Bob of 
the Anti-Philippinas. t is an _ office 
worthy of so great a cause. 

The-policy of the Anti-Philippinas tis 
outlined and declared by Mr. Depew him- 
self, who declares that never, under any 
circumstances, will he consent or be a 
party to any scheme, design, programme, 
purpose, arrangement or policy which 
haf for its purpose the retontion of the 
Philippines... On this point,;*the great 
Thingum Bob of tié Anti-Philippinas has 
made up his mind, and nothing can 
change it; he hag.taken his positon and 
nothing can move ‘him. 

The Pro-Phiippinas may try to coax, 
cajole, persuade or bribe him, but they 
will have their labor for thé@ir pains. 
All forms of argument will be useless. 
Such is the interpretatiqn that must be 
given to the recent statements carefully 
framed and put forward by Mr. Depew, 
of whom it may be said that he is his 
own tireless and versatile propaganda. 
He has views and he erploits them, 
which, indeed, is no difficult matter in 
these days when the news censor has 
brought his hand down heavily on the 
gifted newspaper correspondents, 

But, without seeking to undermine the 
solemn and most serious convictions of 
this great man, we may be allowed to 
suggest that Mr. Depew is going about 
this Anti-Philippina crusade in a manner 
too hasty and heated. He is as Admiral 
Sampson would say, “chasing an invisi- 
ble Spaniard.” And, not to seem a par- 
tisan in the matter, the same suggestion 
might reasonably be made to the Pro- 
Philippinas. 

This whole matter depends on con- 
gress, congress depends on the people, 
and the people depend on their instinc- 
tive and innate common sense. It is 


as premature to advocate the permanent [ 


retention and control of the Philippines 
as it is to oppose the proposition; and 
even discussion—we mean, of course, so- 
ber and serious discussion—must needs 
betray modesty in presence of a ques- 
tion and a position unique in the experi- 
ence of the republic. 

No doubt the islands and the people 
there are panting for the ventilation that 
modern civilization would bring to them. 
How badly it is needed there may be 
seen in the preposterous utterances of 
the archbishop of Manila, who announces 
to his flock that the Americans are try- 
ing to reduce the islands for the purpose 
of abolishing the sacraments. This sort 
of stuff is laughed at by American and 
European Catholics, but it is intensely 
and typically Spanish, and shows the 
narrow lines along which . Spanish 
thought runs. 

It shows, also, the necessity of replac- 
ing that sort of thing, with something 
modern and promising. This doesn’t 
mean, however, that the United States 
are to undertake the {*b; nor does it 
mean thaf this is not their mission. The 
real issue of the adventure lies tm the 
hands of Providence, and we*may be 
sure that the upshot of it all will make 
for the betterment and improvement of 
the human race in that quarter of. the 
globe—if not in all things, atleast in 
some. 

It is to be hoped, therefore, that the 
Anti-Philippinas, as well agthe Pro-Phil- 
ippinas will lay aside their cudgels, and 
leave this question to be settled when 
other issues of more pressing importance 
have ceased to vex the public mid. 
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A candid western paper says that there 
will be a moye on Cuba after the bonds 
are voted. and not before. There may 
be a good, deal of truth in the sugges- 
tion.

One of the leading commercial magazines 
of Paris several months ago published the 
following comment upon the business sit- 
uation in the Philippines. We reproduce it 
on the supposition that, having been writ- 
ten in the ordinary course of trade corre- 
spondence without the least reference to 
complications which have since arisen, it 
is wholly free from bias. Says this com- 
mercial magazine: ‘“There are almost 25,000 
Europeans resident in the islands (the to- 
tal population is nearly 8,000,000), of course, 
not counting the troops. Some 12,000 are 
established in the capital, Manila, the cen- 
ter of the celonial government. English, 
Spanish, and German houses are engaged 
in trade, advancing money to the natives 
on their.crops. Such business methods in- 
volve risks and necessitate large capital im 
the beginning, but thg profits are immense. 
The land ig fertile and productive, and lacks 
only intelligent cultivation. Abaca (manila 
hemp) is one of the chief sources of wealth 
of the country. Sugar cane d0es not give 
owing largely to 
the ignorance of planters. The average 
prcduction is 178,000,000 kilcgrams (175,156.96 
tcfis), while that of Cuba is equal to 72),- 
000,00 kilograms. The sugar goes almost 
entirely to Japan, England, and the United 
States. It is of poor quality and very 
creap. The cultivation of tobaceo is one 
of the most important industries, although 
it is capable of much greater development. 
The native coffee, although not equal to 
the mocha or bourbon varieties, has a fine 
aroma. It goes chiefly to Spain. Cocoa 
trees grow in abundance, and the oil is 
used for lighting houses and streets. The 
indigo is famous for its superior qualities. 
The inhabitants are apathetic to a degree 
that is noticeable even in these countries, 
‘where every one is averse to exertion. The 
women have long and slender fingers, re- 
markably fine and sensitive, and well 
adapted to their work. The hats and cis- 
arette holders they make and the articles 
they embroider are models of delicacy. 
Cotton spinning and work in bamboo are 
among the chief industries.’’

TEN CAR LOADS OF VINEGAR. | 


21,000 Gallons, and All for Various 
Army Headquarters. 


From The St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

Probably the largest order for vinegar 
ever placed by any gvernment at any ne 
time was placed with the Red Cross Vine- 
gar Company, of St. Louis, yesterday by 
the United States government. It called for 
21,000 gallons, or nearly ten carloads, of vin- 
gar, all for the use of the United States 
army. The order was sent to Captain Du- 
val, of the subsistence department, on bids 
that he received ten days ago. The order 
was given to St. Louts over bidders im al! 
the eastern cities. The vinegar will be sent 
to the army in all parts ef the United 
States. Five carloads will be sent to Chick- 
amBuga. The greater part of the remain- 
der will go to'Mobile and Tampa, Small con- 
signments will be sent to each of the vari- 
ous posts in the United States. 

It is heardly necessary to remark that 
such an arder will meet the immediate de- 
mands of a large body of men, and other 
large orders for articles of subsistence have 
also been received in St. Louis. 

Captain Duval is one of the busiest men 
in the city. After the mobilization of troops 
and the’opening of bids from St. Lofils mer- 
chants on proposals for supplies he sud- 
denly found himself almost overwhelmed 
With work. He was ordered to send sup- 
plies to all divisions of the army, and has 
been shipping goods by the trainload ever 
since. The merchants of other large cities 
were competitors through ‘he subsistence 
depots located in their cities, but they were 
unsuccessful. St. Louis is the favorite on 
account of the prices that its merchants 
have made, the excellent quality of goods 
furnished and the transportation facilities.

A MILLION TONS OF COAL. 


Expected Consumption - by the Navy 
Turing the Present Year. 


The navy department expects to use at 
least 1,000,000 tons of coal during the first 
year of this War, if it lasts so long. Last 
year the consumption was only 138,318 tons, 
costing $656,000; but the requirements are 
very different now, when every ship in ‘the 
service is at sea, and hundreds of auxiliary 
cruisers and mosquito craft are being util- 
ized. The navy has to pay all sorts of 
prices for coal, from $1.90 to $18 a ton; it 
comes at the latter figure in some ports of 
South America. At Key West, before the 


«that point. 

The navy department is now building, 
for war purposes, two steel coal piers at the 
Dry Tortugas, each of them 314 feet long. 
It is also constructing, as rapidly as possi- 
ble, two steel sheds, each of which will 
hold 10,000 tons of, coal. Whese sheds are 
equipped with up-to-date hoisting appa- 
ratus, which its able to handle the coal in 
enormous quantities and with wonderful 
rapidity. Grant shovels, holding two tons 
apiece, dive dowm into the holds of coal- 
laden vessels, and. grab the coal, lifting it 
out, and then running back on carriages 
over a bridge and dropping the stuff into 
the sheds through hatches in their roofs. 

By the same nreans the coal is hoisted out 
of the sheds and loaded upon IUghters, 
which, when filled, are towed by tugs to 
the warships. Then one or more ports are 
opened like doors in the side of the ship, 
and the bluejackets carry the stuff on 
board in bags and baskets. Chutes are 
used as far as practicable. The work is 
done with amazing rapidity, the sailors 
swarming over the vessel like so ss 
bees, until at length the bunkers are l 
filled. A deep channel runs close by the 
key on which the piers.and sheds described 
are building, and dredging is being done, 
so that our men-of-war will be able to come 
right wp to the wharfs and taxe their fuel 
aboard direct. This will save much timé 
and labor. 

The channel referred to will be lighted 
on both sides by electric beacons, so that 
the vessels may steam in at any hour in 
perfect safety. It is not wide enough for 
a big ship to turn in, but the man-of-wer 
can enter at one end and go out at the 
other. Such deep channels in the coral 
formation are numerous and intricate, and 
this is ene reason why the buccaneers of 
old resorted to the Tortugas, which form 
the most western group of keys to the 
southwest of Florida On one of them is 
built Port Jefferson, an obsolete structure 
of masonry, that cost Uncle Sam $14,000,000 
and here are placed the new piers and 
sheds, The name of this little archipelago 
signifies ‘‘turtles,’’ the keys being much 
frequented by those reptiles at laying time. 
On Hast Key a Spanish galleon saden with 
gold was once wrecked, and a lighthouse 
keeper in the neighborhood is said to have 
found $20,000 of it. 

It takes a lot of coal to run a warship. 
The Oregon at Rio last week loaded 1,600 
tons into her bunkers. What is termed 
her “normal” supply is only 400 tops, but 
for a long voyage she gobbles fouf times 
that quantity. Traveling at the ordinary 
cruising rate of eleven knots an hour, she 
consumes about seventy-five tons in 
twenty-four hours, so that she could keep 
going at this speed for twenty-one days, 
covering in that time 5,544 knots, or 6,396 
statute miles. Under forced draught she 
could go at a speed of nearly seventeen 
knots, but her fuel consumption would 
run up to 250 tons everye twenty-four hours, 
and her coal would only last her a little 
over six days. Every forty-three tons of 
coal she takes aboard ginks her cne‘inch in 
the water. The big cruiser New York can 
carry 1,290 tons of coal, and is sabie to 
Steam at arate of thirteen knots with an 
expenditure of 100 tons a day. Going at 
twenty one knots, she uses more than three 
times that much. 

The water consumption of a big warship 
is likewise enormous. Not less than thirty 
tons, or 7,500 galions, of this indispensable 
fiuid are used by the Indiana every day— 
two-thirds of the quantity for_the boilers 
and the remainder for drinking, washing, 
cooking, ete. The cruiser Brooklyn re- 
quires about the same amount. Each fight- 
ing vessel, when starting from port, car- 
ries only enough fresh water to fill her 
boilers; for further supplies she depends 
on her evaporators, distilling the sea water. 
Every battleship and cruiser has evapora- 
tors, and the Thost important reason why 
special distilling ships are desirable is that 
they save the war vessel the coal that is 
required to run the water stills. The ships 
consume no more water for steaming when 
going fast than when going slow: it is 
simply that more heat is put into the 
same quantity of water by burning more 
coal,

To Restore Silverware. 

When silverware is not tarnished too 
badly by the sulphuretted hydrogen in the 
air, it can readily be restored with the fol- 
lowing cOmposition: Cream of tartar, one 
part; powdered alum, one part; washed 
chalk, one part. Stir a sufficient quantity 
of this powder in clean water to make a 
medium thin paste, with which brush the 
object requiring the restoration. Should 
the silverware be tarnished essentially, it 
must be plunged for a moment in either a 
belling bath of hydrochloric acid or man- 
ganate of potassa.

Ripe tomatoes will positively remove ink 
Stains, boiling water many fruit stains; 
imde@q@i most fruit stains, but when it comes 
to tea stains, results are dubious. This is 
probably due to tea adulterations. Clear 
boiling water will certainly remove some 
tea stains, but that is all that can be said. 
As for bleaches, all the “‘patent’”’ varieties 
have more or less lye im them and need to 
be very cautiously used. A tablespoonful 


of turpentine boiled with clothes will help 
to whiten them. 


Mark Twain on Ships. 

In a very interesting article im the June 
number of The Pall Mall Magazine, Mr. 
Angus Sinclair; in discussing the comforts 
and discomforts of traveling, quotes Mark 
Twain as follows: 

“She (the boat) has the usual defect—the 
defect that has never been missing from 
any ship that ever sailed—she has imper- 
fect beds. Many ships have good beds, but 
no ship bas very good ones. ln the matter 
of beds, all ships have been badly edited, 
ignorantly edited, from the beginning. The 
selection of beds is given to some hearty, 
strong-backed man, when it ought to be 
given to a frail woman accustomed from 
girlhood to backaches and imsomnia. Noth- 
ing is so rare on either side of the ocean 
@s a perfect bed; nothing is so difficult to 
make. In Noah’s ark the beds were sim- 
ply scandalous; Noah set the fashion and it 
will endure in one degree of modification 
or another till the next flood.’’ 


A New Electric Lamp. 

By means of a recentiy designed magnetic 
base the incandescent electric lamp can 
be practically used in boiler shops and ma- 
chine plants where a bright light in an 
out-of-the-way place is frequently demand- 
ed. The Manufacturer’s Gazette says the 
plan consists of an ordinary lamp with an 
Edison or other base, so that any style of 
lamp may De utilized, and in case of break- 
age or burning out can readily be replaced. 
The lamp holder is mounted on a stand 
about two and one-half inches high and two 
jnches in diameter, the holder, which is 
of brass, inclosing a horseshoe electro- 
magnet, the poles of which are outside the 
bottom of the holder, and the magnet wind- 
ing being im series with the filament, the 
lighting current passes through it, thus en- 
ergizing the magnet. The poles of the elec- 
tro-magnet are made of sufficiently hard 
iron to retain its magnetism in a measure, 
thus insuring the safety of the lamp should 
the current accidentally be shut off for a 
moment.

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Gems Lose Color. 

The Journal fur Goldschmiedekunst states 
that precious Stones may lose their color 
in the light. A ruby left for two years in 
a show window became lighter fn tint than 
a twin stone kept in the dark. Similar ef- 
fects have been observed with emeralds 
and sapphires. Cheaper gems, such as gar- 
net and topaz, lose their tints even more 
quickly. 


Artificial Marble. 

Louls H. Bruhl, United States consul at 
Cantania, contributes to the last consular 
report a description of a new artificial 
black marble made in Sicily, by which it 
appears soft white sandstone, after having 
been sawed and cut into desired forms and 
smoothed is boiled in coa] tar. The result- 
ant is hard as granite and in this state 
very difficult to work. The coal tar is not 
put tnto the boller hot, it is gradually heat- 
ed up to 700 degrees and completely sur- 
rounds the sandstone. This black liquid 
penetrates nearly eight inches and the ar- 
tificial product is susceptible of high polish 
and scarcely distinguishable from pure 
black marble. It is very much cheaper than 
marble proper, costing about one-fifth of 
the pure article. 

Antique Furniture in France. 

Under date of February 21, 1898, Consul 
Skinner writes from Marseilles in refer- 
ence to a law dealing with curio and old 
furniture merchants, promulgated on Feb- 
rvary 15, 1898, a knowledge of which he 
says, may be of service to the many Amer- 
icans who visit France with th® expecta- 
tion of buying articles of the above de- 
scription, possessing artistic or historic 
value. The consul continues: 

“The vital feature of the law is the obli- 
gation now resting upon all brokers, dealers 
fm old furniture, linen, clothes, jewels. 
books, dishes, arms and other objects to 
keep an official register, signed by the 
commissaire of police or the mayor, con- 
taining day by day, without blanks or 
erasures, the name, surname, character. 
and dwelling of those with whom said 
broker has contracted; also, the nature, 
quality, and price of all said merchandise: 
and said register must be forthcoming on 
demand. Penalties are prescribed for vio- 
lation of the foregoing provision, the pur- 
pose of which is to prevent fraud in the 
exchange of old and second hand goods, 
especially such @s are sought by collec- 
tors.’’ 

Heating Capacity of Wood. 
From Self Culture. 

Heretofore it was generally believed 
that the heating capacity of hard wood 
was greater than that of soft wood, but 
this is not so. The greatest heating power 
is possessed by one of the softest woods, 
viz, the inden. Taking its heating capacity 
for the unit, the second best heater is also 
a soft wood—fir, with 0.99 heating power; 
next follow the elm and the pine, with 0.98; 
willow, chestnut, lerch, with 0.97; maple 
and spruce fir, with 0.96; black poplar, with 
0.9%: alder and white birch with 0.94 only; 
then comes the hard oak, with 0.92; the le- 
cust and the white beech, with 0.91, and the 
red Beech, with 0.90. Henee hard wood 
heats the least. 

Pasteurized Cream. 

The remarkable preservative’ effect of 
Pasteurizmg milk and cream was recently 
iustrated in a shipment of Pasteurized 
cream from Appleton, Wis., to Liverpool 
amd back; the voyage out and back occu- 
pying thirty days.

The week has been one of oratory, music 
and poetry at Gammon Theological semi-

It was the teachers’ assembly and alumni 
reunion of that institution, and they came 
from all parts of this great country, and 
one—Bishop J. C. Hartzell, L.L. D.—from 


far-away Africa. 

There were preachers and teachers, and 
bishops and.others. They preached, they 
lectured and sang to the great delight of 
all, 

The address of Governor Atkinson, of 
West Virginia, was indeed a grand effort. 
He spoke to a great audience at the taber- 
nacle on the 17th at night. His speech was 
full of good advice; it was an able plea for 
a higher Christian citizenship. 

Rev. Irwin G. Penn, who was at the head 
of the negro’s department of the Atlanta 
exposition, had charge of this congress 
of the Epworth League, and deserves much 
praise of {ts success. Last Sunday at 3 
p. m. Bishop Hartzell delivered a great 
lecture on “Africa in the Twentieth Cen- 
tury.’’ The eyes of the civilized world are 
now turned to Affica. 

One would pass bx Mr. Dunbar, the poet, 
booking for him. Like most people who 
can do, and are doing, he is great. He is 
small but well built, very graceful and there 
is. no possibility of mistaking his race 
identity. His stage movements are easy, 
and his voice pleasing. Indeed, he is at 
home on the stage, and an entertaining 
reader. 

Should he ever come this way he may 
expect an audience of 2,000 or 3,000. 

He has the happy faculty or plending 
wit, humor and pathos. One moment you 
laugh, while in the next tears silently steal 
down your cheek.

THEIR ANNUAL SNAKE HUNT. 


Peculiar Custom That Has Prevailed in 
Massachusetts Many Years. 


From The Boston Transcript. 

The young men of Byfield are preparing 
for ‘their annua] snake hunting expedition. 
The custom of celebrating the advent of 
spring with a grand reptile hunt is proba- 
bly indigenous to thig section alone, t it 
has been followed here for Many years, and 
tho sport is participated in by a large com- 
pany of voung men. A great Many years 
ago a company of young men who were 
wending their way through a rough past- 
vre mdny miles from any habitation discov- 
erad a spot of remarkable beauty and stop- 
ped there to rest. One of the party caught 
sight of a snake of unusual size, which ws 
no sooner dispatched with the aid of @ 
great stone, than another was seen gliding 
alcng the ground. In a few moments they 
wers wriggling about in all directions, and 
the young men discovered that they were 
in the midst of a den of snakes, The ground 
was filled with snake holes, the winter 
abc de of countless numbers of the reptlics. 

The young men rained gtones on the heads 
of the snakes until they were tired and 
then deeamped, not having lessened the 
number to any perceptible degree. Since 
that time, about the middle of April, a par. 
ty of men arm themselves with shovels and 
cudgels and stones and raid che snake col- 
ony. Every year finds ny dimunition in the 
number of snakes, and consequently there 
is an abundance of ‘‘gport.’’ It is not every 
one, however, who takes delight in this kind 
if sport; for the wriggling, slimy creatures 
just awaking from their winter torpor are 
not pleasant looking customers. It is not 
related that any.womMah every took part in 
any of these expeditions. 

Sometimes a few hours of slaughter will. 
accumulate nearly 250 feet of snakes, indi- 
vidual speciments in some instances meas- 
uring six or seven feet, If any one has a 
desire to pay a lone visit to this city of 
snakés he will find it by the side of the 
B. & M. railroad, between Byfield and 
Newburyport, about two miles below the 
former p . “This section has been given 
the peculiar name of “Penny Honorary.” 
Through it flows a Py oA stream, a per- 
fect habitat for reptiles that flourish in the 
lowlands. The highland back of it the 
black snakes and the‘upland runners find in 
every way suitable for their winters ren-, 
dezvous. 

Aprili 8th is the date set by custom for 
the grand snake hunt, Doubtless on that 
day there will be great havoc amonk the 
denizens of “Penny Honorary.

WAS SITTING AT HIS HEARTH 


When He Discovered Stream of Molten 
- etal Coming from the Fire. 


STUFF PROVED TO BE COIN SILVER 


Thought That Birglars Had Hidden 
the Silver in a Log When 
Closely Pursued. 


Tifton, Ga., May 19.—(Special.)—The sec- 
tion between Tifton and Waycross is de- 
termined to develop its own resources dur- 
ing these war times, Only last week a man 


near Waresboro found $960 in a hollow. 


stump, and now  Willacoochee, Coffee 
county’s prosperous city, comes forward 
with an instance unexcelled for uniqueness 
in the history of the silver discoveries of 
the age. 

Mose Sheppard, a negro merchant of that 
place, a night or so ago was sitting near 
his hearth, in which -was a blazing log, 
vben he was surprised to see a stream of 
what appeared to he molten metal running 
from a crevice in the burning log, which 
was about three feet long. The metal was 
allowed to remain on the hearth until it 
cooled, which it quickly did, when it, to- 
gether with what could be got from the 
charred log, was carriea to a jeweler, who 
pronounced it coin silver. 

Your reporter examined the metal, and 
ii is undoubtedly silver, there being enough 
of it to make about $25 in silver coin. The 
log» was taken from the right-of-way of 
the Brurswick and Western railroad, on 
the western boundary of the town, and had 
been cut for several years. It was full of 
knot holes, with a shell around the heart, 
It wags from this shell the molten silver 
ran, 

About six years ago a store in Willa- 
coochee was burglarized and $65 in silver 


taken therefrom. A evn carried by one / 


of the burglars was found near this log, 
and it ig thought he might have hidden his 
share of silver in the log and has been 
unable to go back after it. A citizen of 
the town, a few months ago, while intox- 
icated, lost a considerable amount in sil- 
ver, which he has never found. It is 
thought perhaps he, while in a drunken 
state, might have hidden fhe money in the 
log and forgotten it, ¥ 

A small] portion of the silver has been 
sent to an assayer, in order that its exact 
value might be cetermined. 

This find recallg the fact that Mr. Aaron 
Mcore,.now mayor, and one of the oldest 
citizens of the town, in 1879 had a potato 
patch where the Summerlin house now 
One morning in the fall, while 
walking through the patch after his hogs 
had bean turned therein, he found where 
cone hog ha@ rooted up four silver quarters. 
They were of Mexican or Spanish mint, and 
all bore the same date, 1814. They were 
found near the stump cf what had once 
been a large tree, and Mr. Moore supposed 
& party camping there sometime in the 
past bad lost them.

Havang, Cuba, May 6.—In all misery- 
fidden Chee there is no towg in which the 
reign of misery is so absolute as in Guada- 
PYoupe. Even the situation of this place 
: might be said to be in “the valley of the 
P shadow oF death.” It is not upon the 
P earth’s surface, but far below, in a broad, 
deep hole. The all-surrounding hills are 

not green, but black; For these up-sloping 
felds, upon which many a rich tobacco 
crop has been raised, Ne now under black- 
ening ashes-<the work of insurgent torches. 
in this low-lying town 3,000 reconcentra- 
dos are naked, shelterless afid starving. 
That aid has not come to them till now is 
because of the ingratitude and treachery 


of two of their own number. 


As the two guilty ones have just paid 
the penalty of their crime, the Red Cross 
society Will probably have a relief corps 
in Guadaloupe by the time this letter is 
printed. 

The tragedy of Guadaloupe, to the de- 
nouement of which I was an eyewitness, 
shows that the insurgents have learned the 
ert of butchery as taught by the Spanish, 
and that a reconcentrado will sometimes 
betray the Samaritan who helps him. <A 
faithful mule carried me into Guadaloupe 
at 2 oclock in the afternoon, the siesta 
hour. 1 had come from the coast many 
miles away, over the hills. As I rode into 
‘the town, | said to the mule: ‘‘The next 
artist who is given an order to illustrate 
[Dante's ‘Infcrna’ ought to come here. He 
could draw from life, pictures more infernal 
than a mere human mind could conceive."’ 

Reconcentrados lay everywhere under the 
broiling sun. The mule. picked his way 
between human heaps that looked like so 
‘many littie mounds of rags, Skeleton legs 
and arms protruded from out the heaps. 
‘Bott moans of mothers and the wailing of 
littie children gave evidence of so many 
living deaths. 

A Talk with the Commandante. 

I presented my credentials to the com- 
‘Mandante. Hewas the most genial Spanish 
oMicia! I had met becween Havana and 
‘Guadaloupe. When he smiled his face was 
‘ull kindness. When he spoke of the recon- 
eentrados tears welled from his eyes. Yet 
ground his mouth and «chin were the cruel 
line of a nature as stern as it was commis- 
erative. He told me that the hospital was 
full, always full; there was room in its 
wards for only 200 patients, and only one 
doctor for all. All who entered that place 
of sickness came out of it, wat cured, but 
dead. Three thousand human beings, most- 
ly women and children, had passed ‘away 
in that town in as many months. Nearly 
all had died of starvation and exposure. 
'When the cemetery was full. they began 
burying in the still-burning tobacco fields 
on the hillsides. 

But it was the siesta hour. The com- 
mandante excused himself, saying he would 
rest awhileand advised me to do the same. 

The commandante’s house was in the cen- 
ter of the town. Round about was a circle 
of the houses of those who had owned the 
‘bacco fields. Beyond these homes of tha 
Well-to-do Were hundreds of huts. In these 
lived the reconcentrados, several families 
Meach, of as many us could huddle with- 
in and not pull the reughly constructed 
frame of palm stalks down about their 
heads. Outside the circle of huts were the 
blackened fields and hills. On the tons of 
the hills, at intervals of 200 yards, was a 
tircle of smal] houses that looked like 
seniry boxes. They were really little foris, 
With four soldiers in each. Beyond the 
forts were, heaven only knows how many 
MSurgent guerrillas.lynx-eyed human watch 
dogs, always lurking and waiting for a 
chance to swoop upon one of the little forts, 
Slay the garrison of four and dash back 
Mito the bushes. 
_At this moment not a soldier was in sight. 
Perhaps all were sleeping, like the com- 
Mandante. Or perhaps the soldiers always 
fémained inside the barricades surrounding 
their forts, fearing that to step. outside 
Would be to attract the bullets ofthe lurk- 
Mg insurgents. For such is warfare in 
Cuba's hills today; much the same sort of 
Warfare our American forefathers knew 
When each man who stepped from his door- 
Way was likely to become a target for the 
Strows of the lurking and jnvisible red- 
tkins. 
'lwas making a menta} note of this pict- 
Ure of war and misery when suddenly I saw 
&human form on the hilltop over which I 
had just come. The peculiar shape of the 
‘White hat worn by this apparition told me

When we were again alone on the bal- 
ciry—a broad, square balcon;,it was— 
the commandante noticed my look of in- 
quiry. 

‘“'™he story can be briefiy told,” he said. 
“You are simply the witness of a tragedy 
that had ita beginning on this very balco- 
ny one month ago. I sent word by the 
priest to a lady in Havana, an English lady, 
that we had 4,000 starving people in this 
town. Could she help us? Always gene- 
rous, beneficent, vtlf-sacrificing, the lady 
responded in person. She came by the 
coast steamer, landed at troad nown, tra- 
versed the two miles over which you came 
a fow hours ago from the coast, bringing 
with her seven oxcart leads of provisions, 
clothing and medicine. With her came her 
daughter, a young girl just over from Eng- 
land. Their charity was distributed from 
this very balcony to the starving people. 
The éistribution occupied two entire days. 
Out of 4,000 people, 2,00 were given food 
and clcthing and medicine. She promised 
the other half equal] relief as soon as she 
could go to Havana and return again with 
the stores. On the night before she was 
to leave us the ladies and gentlemen of 
the Icading faniilies herg, together with the 
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officers of my staff, proposed to give the 
good samaritans a banquet. The proposal 
Was accepted. AH gathered for the banquet 
on this balcony. I draped the front of the 
hyuse in the Spanish colors, and hung out 
all the available lamps. That illumination 
was our ruin. Thirty-four gat down to 
ane. Only thirty lived through the first 
course. Of a sudden a hailstorm of bullets 
was poured into our midst. A bottle of 
wine in front of me flew into bits. Not a 
whole plate or a whole clase was left. We 
sprang up and fled into the house. Not all 
of us, though. No. Three men—three of 
my best officers—had fallen from their 
chairs, dead. The other—O, God!”

BROWN TELLS OF SOLDIER DAYS 


The Difference Is Great Between Now 
and What It Was in the 
Sixties. 


For The Constitution. 

It is not in my heart to throw a shadow 
over the spirits of the men who are now 
in for the war—let them have a good time 
while they can. 

But when I look upon these soldiers it 
is but natural to remember the things 
which passed in the days that tried men’s 
souls, and the more 1 study the question 
the greater grows my admiration for the 
southern soldiers and for the south. The 
south was weak in resources then as com- 
pared with herself at this time, and when 
compared with the north at that time ! 
wonder how in the world she ever did what 

she did do. Every day that I live I grow 
more and more to believe that Jefferson 
Davis was the greatest man the world 
has ever known—greater than them all 

With such a country as we have now 
I know It is foolish to ever think of having 
such times as we had In the sixties, even 
if the whole world were arrayed against 
us, yet when I look upon these men in 
the camps I cannot help from feeling sad 
over what is before them. The life in 
these camps indicate nothing of what war 
really is. The boys of Dixie went away in 
highest glee. The songs rang gleefully: 


Off to Charleston early in the morning, 
Off to Charleston ‘fore the break of day; 
Give my respects to all pretty Georgia girls, 
I'm off for Charleston ‘fore the break of 
day. 
Such as this livened everything and 
everywhere, but before it was over the 
tunes were sadder and slower— 


, Weeping, sad and lonely, 


Sighs and tears are vain, 
When this cruel war is over, 
Praying then to meet again. 


I doubt if I am the right person to talk 
of this war and I don't talk much. I prefer 
to listen to Brown, and from his stories we 
can gather something of the stress of those 
days. Hear him: 

“In the year 1864 I arrived In Atlanta 
and went hobbling out Peachtree street, 
making my way to join the Georgia militia. 
As I filed to the right about where the 
First Methodist church yet stands, I came 
upon an old soldier going my way. AS 
we walked along what is now Wheat 
street, the soldier turned to me and asked: 

‘Old man, do you live in Atlanta”’ 

“T told him that I did not, nor would I 
be a-near the dinged place but for the fact 
that the conscript officers insisted that I 
should ccme and give me no rest till they 
got me off. I soon informed the soldier that 
I hope had nothing to eat in three 
days ang that I was nearly starving. Be- 
sides I had had no sleep except what little 
I had got sitting up against a stump and 
that the prospects ahead of me were aa 
gloomy as gioom-could be. 

“*You don’t know the ropes,’ said fhe 
soléier—you are fresh. You just siick to 
me ard I will see that yOu do not starve to 
death.’ 

“This was no sooner sald than he opened 
a sate at a house which | have since 
known as the ‘Calico house,’ corner Wheat 
ang Ivy etrets, and he strutied up to the 
front door as if he had owned the pace. A 
pretty young lady opened the doar, to 
whom the soldier spoke about as follows: 

“"Will you please give me 4 drink of 5 
water?—I’m so hungry I don’t know where 
I am going to sleep tonight.’ 

“The lady smiled, but answered mildly: 

‘“‘T think you deserve water to drink and 
something to eat, which I will gladly sup- 
piy, but for sleep you must find some other 
pace. 

“She invited us inside, gave us chairs and 
turned away into another part of’ -he 
fiouse. A negro girl came with a pitcher of 
water directly and pretty soon after the 
young lady returned and invited us in to 
dinner. 

“At the table. when we arrived, was eit- 
ting a colonel of the Virginia army and in 
front of the colone! sit a major of the Ten- 
nessee army. They were already arguing 
op the merits of their respective yenerals. 
Lee and Johnston. Just as we took our 
seate the colonel remarked with cunsider- 
ahle warmth: 

“‘*Why,. sir, Johnston used to command 
the Army of Virginia and it was retreat. 
retreat, retreat, all the time he was there.’ 

“ ‘He gaved his men, though,’ retorted the 
major, ‘and if they wouid have let him re-

‘main he would have captured MeClelian’s 


whole army eventually.’ 

“ ‘Captured the devil,” exclaimed the colo- 
nel. ‘Pt was retreat, retreat, retreat all 
the time he was there. From Yorktown to 
Seven Pines, and there, when Lee titcck 
command the yankees were in sight of 
the flag waving from the capitol at Rich- 
mond.’ 

“*They would have never got any nearer,’ 
said the major.

‘The colonel laid down bis knife and fork 
and would have said something mg I 
think. but before he could speak the major 
began again and eald:

This 
ts our oppartunity—providence is on our 
side.’ 

“At this he tightened a belt around the 
bottom of his gray jacket and began filling 
his bosom with provisions from the ‘table. 
He stuffed in things till he looked about as 
large again as he did when we entered, 
and by the time that the rest had got ever 
their excitement we were away out u:der 
some pines taking a good rest, with pro- 
Visions enough for two or three days.”’

Lima, Peru, April 17, 1898.—Take a walk 
with me this morning through the quaintest 
city of this hemisphere. We are in L:‘ma, 
the capital of Peru. The streets on which 
we stand were laid out more than three 
hundred vears ago. Lima was a city when 
Boston was in its swaddling clothes, when 
Philadelphia was a baby, and all! to the 
west and south of it an unbroken wilder- 
ness. 1 can show vou here which 
are two hundred years older than Chicago 
or Cincinnati, and I can even introduce you 
to one of the oldest citizens, the founder 
of the town, who, dried and pickled by this 
pure Peruvian air, has for over three cen- 
turies stayed here with his property.

He was assassinated on the spot 
where the president of Peru now lives and 
his skeleton and his brains corked up in 
a bottle are Kept in a in the 
cathedral across the way. The skin is 
dried and it sticks to the bones, but with 
the exception of a patch which has been 
cut off here and there for relic hunters the 
hide is intact, though decidedly leathery 
and worse for the wear. 

A City of Mud. 

Everything but money lasts long in Lima. 
VWvhere else in the world will vou find a 
city built of mud three hundred years o!d? 
Lima has more than one hundred thousand 
people, and it ‘s built of mud. It is about 
six miles around it and two miles from 
one side of it to the other. It has a net- 
work of narrow streets, which cross one 
another at right angles, with spaces clipped 
out here and there for the parks or plazas. 
The houses are all of one or two stories, 
flush with the sidewalks. and in the busi- 
ness sections cage-like balconies hang out 
from the second stories. so that you are

glass case 


shielded from the sun as you pass through 
the city. Lima looks wonderfully substan- 
tial, and you would imagine it to be made 
of massive stone, which here and there is 
wonderfully carved. Some of the walls 
look like marble, others imitate granite, 
and the houses of all the colors of the rain- 
bow line the streets like substantial walls. 
About the chief square there are inclosed 
balconies from the second story walled with 
giass, and under these are what look like 
massive stone pillars forming an arcade or 
cloister around two sides of the square in 
front of the stores. These pillars are of 
mud, the polished walls of the hous°’s are 
made of sun-dried brick coated with lWas- 
_ ter of paris, and the second stories are a 
“combination of muG and bambvo eane. 
Think of a great city built of mud and 
fishing poles! That is Lima, There are some 
of the finest churches here on the conti- 
ment made of mud. The great cathedral of 
Lima, which cost millions, is a mud struc- 
ture, and could you take a sharpened rail 
and shove it against one of its massive 
towers it would go through the wall like 
a bird cage. 


Lima from the Housetops. 


But let us get back on the roof of our 
hotel and take a bird's-eye view of the city 
before we begin to explore it. We are now 
in a vast field of flat roofs, above which 
“here and there rise the massive towers of 
the great churches for which Lima is 
noted. At the back of us, at the edge of 
this fleld, are the bleak foothills of the 
Andes, gray and forbidding, their tops in 
a smoky sky and with white clouds rashing 
here and there on their sides. On the edges 
of the city we see the green crops of the 
valley of the Rimac river, and over there 
are the three bridges which cross this 
stream as it flows through Lima. Took 
down upon the roofs al! about you. They 
are more like garden beds than the cov- 
erings of houses. Don’t stamp your feet 
or walk heavily as you move about. The 
roof trembles under us and with little effort 
we could push our feet through. The sup- 
ports of many of the roofs are merely 
cane poles, on which dirt is spread. On 
some matting is first put and then a layer 
of earth, sand or ashes. It is supposed 
to never rain here, and from year’s end to 
year's end Lima has not a shower. Water- 
proofs are unknown and the umbrella men- 
der’s cry is never heard. It is on this ac- 
count that these mud walls stand through- 
out the generations. and it indeed, 
through lack of rain that Lima exists. A 
big shower would reduce the town to a 
mud heap, while a two weeks’ pour would 
wipe it out of existence. Even here, how- 
ever, nature sometimes varies her course. 
Last year the people were horrified by 
hearing the raindrops pattering down on 
the roofs. - The water which fell would huve 
hardiy been called a sprinkle in someeparts 
of the world, but it did more damage here 
than an earthquake. 

Where Chickens Live on Roofs. 

Much of the light of the Lima houses 
cemes from the roofs. Each house has a 
court in the center, and many of the larger 
buildings are cut up by courts, around 
which the rooms run When there is a 
double row of rooms the inner ones are 
lighted by little dormers which extend up 
through the flat roofs, and which look like 
chicken coops from where we are standing. 
It is difficult, in fast, to tell the dormers 
from the chicken coops. There are thou- 
sands of chickens which are born, lay their 
eggs and grow fat onther offs of this city. 
There is a hen cackling on the opposite 
roof now. I am awakened every night by 
the crowing of the roosters above me, and 
the noise of the early morning in the mid- 
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die of Lima makes me imagine myself in| 


a barnyard. There is one asthmatic old 


rooster which crows me awake regularly at | 


5 a. m. and another that sometimes makes 
the air shake at midnight. I have not yet 
seen a cow on the roofs, though I am told 
that some families have their Stables so 
located, the cattle not being taken down 
until they are ready for killing. 

From such buildings you might think the 
houses of Lima would be always tumbling 
down and that the city would be in con- 
Stant danger from fires. This is nor the 
case. The houses ere almost earthquake 
proof, the larger buildings often having 


their first story walls from four two six feet |! 


thick, though those of the second story 
are thin. These mud walls never tak» Sie. 
The furniture may go up in smoke, put 
as soon as the roof is ablaze it falls in. 
@nd the mud which covers it puts out the 
fire. There are, indeed, but few losses from 
fires here, and even out .in the country 
- @way frpm the fire companies houses l'ke 
these are insured for one-half of 1 per cent. 
Such a thing as a block or square burning 
down is unknown in Lima. 
The Streets and Houses. 

From the hotel roof we get some idea of 
how compactly the city is built, and we 
see more of this during our walk. There 
are no gardens and very few back yards. 
The larger houses cover a great deal of 
Space, as they are confined to one, or at 
most, two floors. The smaller ones are in 
many cases so small that it is hard to 
imagine they are houses at all. There are 
hundreds of little blind alleys which @re 
reached through doors in the walls aldy 
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the main streets, which have 
rooms, not over ten feet square. 
these rooms is a house, and in

average was about eight 
tenement. Such houses have back 
six feet square, surrounded 
by. high walls. They have no windows, and 
the light comes in through the front and 
back door. None of the houses of Lima 
have chimneys. The most of the cooking 
is done over charcoal fires. Even the best 
houses have few windows on the ground 
floor, and as a rule the light comes from 
the interior courts or the roof. In 
two-story houses of the better class gal- 
leriés run around the courts, and the rooms 
opening out into these are very large and 
airy. All outside windows and doors are 
barred with iron, and the better parts of 
the city ‘make you think of a long row of 
prisons. There are many fine homes, which 
are entered through iron-barred gates, and 
the doors going into what seem to you like 
bland walls lead into palatial mansions, 
surrounding courts filled with flowers. 

In the business sections the people live 
in the second stories, which are divided 
up into flats or apartments. There are 
many floors rented out, and only the rich 
have large houses. The ground floors are 
stores and shops open to the street. The 
stores have no windows and the doors run 
the full width of the store, so that the 
whole front is shoved back or taken away 
during business hours. The light is usually 
from the front, though the larger estab- 
lishments have courts and extend a long 
distance to the rear. Many of the shops 
are more like caves than anything else. 
They are cells, separated only by thin 
walls, and a walk along the Mercadores is 
more like a journey through a museum or 
an American department store than along 
the chief business street of a city. The 
business streets are from twenty to thirty 
feet wide, more often the former, and the 
sidewalks are not over four feet in width. 
Four people cannot well walk abreast, and 
a party crowds you off the pavement. A 
donkey with -panniers took the right of 
way from me this morning, and I stepped 
out into the road to let him go by. 

Lazy Men and Pretty Women. 

The street scenes of Lima are interesting. 
Let us stop under the arcade, which runs 
about the plaza, and watch the crowds. 
Here are some of the best shops of the 
city, They are full of fine goods. and here 
between 4 and 5 o'clock every afternoon 
the people come to buy and do business. 
These hours are the gayest of the day, and 
the crowd is now as thick as that of lower 
Broadway at noon. It is a far different 
crowd. however. No one hurries. The men 
saunter along or stand on the street and 
chat with their friends. We see little Knots 
of men every few yards, and the messen- 
gers, the merchants and clerks seem to 
have time to spare. Nearly every one is 
well dressed. There are many pftug hats 
and kid gloves, and nearly every man, old 
and young, carries a cane. They are very 
polite. They bow, smile, shake hands and 
lift their hats when they meet, and bow, 
smile and tip their hats when about to de- 
part. They are the pink of perfection as 
far as form goes. and you would imagine 
them gentlemen of leisure rolling in wealth. 
The truth is most of them are poor. Peru 
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has been playing a losing game with for- 
tune for years, and the day of her enor- 
mous riches has long since gone by. If you 
will look closely you will see that many a 
coat is shiny at the seams and that many 
of the silk hats are fast losing their nap 
There are, perhaps, more reduced gentle- 
men here than in any other city of the 
world. The Chilians looted the country 
some years ago and took away its chicf 
sources of revenue. The Peruvians have 
been losing from that day to this. They 
have been patronizing the pawnbrokers and 
the foreign bond buyers until the people na- 
tionally and individually are comparatively 
poor. They are not a business people, and 
having fallen to not know how to get up. 
The business of the country is, in fact, in 
the hands of foreigners, and there are not 
two big Peruvian business houses in this 
Peruvian capital, The young Peruvians rae 
clerks in the stores or the government of- 
fices, while their fathers, as a rule, are 
skimping along on the remains of their 
once great estates. 
The Pretty Girls of Lima. 

But we must not forget where we are. 
We are in one of the main streets of Lima 
at 4:30 m., and some of the prettiest 
women south of the equator are going to 
and fro past us. If you could drop this 
street down in an Amerigan city, how our 
young men would stop and open their eyes. 
How their mouths wouki water as they 
Saw the luscious lips all about us and how 
they wouid drink in the beauty of the Lima 
girls’ eyes. The young ladies of Lima! 
They are a class nearer perfection in beau- 
ty of form than any girls I have ever seen. 
They are straight and well rounded and 
their soft! round, beautiful races, with 
their luxuriant black hair combed high up 
| from the foreheads, are lighted up with

their owners. If they could drop Lima 
down in New York men would think the 
city had been taken by young widows or 
female orphans who had just gone into 
mourning. All of the ladies of Lima dress 
jn black when they go out fora walk. They 
do not wear bonnets, but wrap fine.shawis 
of black goods about their heads, pinning 
them fast on their backs, so that the face 
alone shows. The backgroumd adds to their 
beauty, and the costume on the whole is 
a good one. It saves the buying of new 


hats and bonnets amd is easy to put on or | 


Many a se@€dy waist and frowsy 
head are, I doubt not, hidden under those 
black shawls, and the wearers are never 
bothered by the question which one of our 
girls asked her mother when preparing for 
an evening functiom, calling over the ban- 
isters: ‘‘Ma, shall I wash for a high or a 
low-neck dress?’ ‘The Peruvian woman 
needs to wash only her face for the streets, 
for the rest of her person is hidden. As a 
rule, I am told, she often dispenses with 
washing her face, for in Peru they say 
that cold water brings fevers and that fre- 
quent bathing is productive of all kinds 
of diseases. There is much powder used 
and Lima has as many perfumery shops 
as any city of its size in the world. Both 
men and women are fond of sweet smells 
and at carnival time they go about with 
squirt guns and atomizers, with which they 
drench their fellows of the opposite sex. 
The girls throw powder upon the boys and 
men and women dash water into each oth- 
er’s faces. Sometimes a crowd of Lima 
belles will catch hold of one of the beaux 
and souse him in a bathtub full of water. 
I met yesterday a young man who was 
suffering with fever on account of a cold 
got from such a ducking not long ago. 


They Go to Church. 


The Lima women are very devout. Every 
other one we meet carries a prayer book 
and you can seldom enter a church without 
finding a score or so on their knees. No 
woman can go iato a church wearing a hat 
or a bonnet, and those who attempt to do 
so are touched with a long stick by the 
sexton and told to take their hats off. One 
of the queer sights of Lima is a church 
congregation. The people, you know. are 
all Catholics and the ceremonies are im- 
pressive, the costumes of the priests being 
resplendent with gold and silver braid. The 
men sit by themselves and the women and 
girls all wearing these black clothes on 
their heads make you think of a congrega- 
tion of nuns who are dead to the world. At 
their own homes, however, they are, I am 
told, quite as much alive as their sex 
anywhere. They are vivacious and charm- 
mg and able to hold their own in their 
talk with the men. They are interested in 
pclitics, and those of the better classes 
are well educated, many of them speaking 
French. They are very fond of music and 
many play on the piano, the mandolin and 
the guitar exceedingly well. As in all Span- 
‘sh countries, girls are never left alone with 
the men until they are married, and the 
courting is done with the.whole family 
looking on at the billing and cooing. They 
are fond of evening parties, or tertulias, 
as they are called, and are noted for their

sensuous dancing of the voluptuous waltz. ; 


At home they dress much like their Sisters 
of the rest of Christendom and are as fond 
of gay clothes and the latest styles as our 
own American girls. The women’s righte 
woman has. I am told, not yet made her 
way here, though there Is a movement to- 
ward giving women employment in places 
which were formerly exclusively held by 
the men There are, for instance, women 
clerks in the eity postoffice, and the stamps 
which I shall put on this letter will be 
bought of a Peruvian girl who will bother 
her brains to understand my poor Spanish 
when I ask her to weigh it and have it 
properly registered, 
Lima on Horseback. 

Lima en horseback is quite as interesting 
as Lima afoot. There are few private car- 
tlages here, and I am told that there is 
not a livery stable in the whole city. The 
Streets ere paved with covble stones and 
the cabs jolt your bones so that most peo- 
ple prefer to ride in the street cars or on 
horses. The horses here havé the easiest 
gait of any I have ever ridten. It is one 
peculiar to Chile and Peru, a sort of a 
cross between a pace and the action of a 
high-stepping hackney, which carries the 
rider along with less jolting than that of a 
rubber-tired carriage. The horses are 
small, but very spirited. There comes one 
down the street now. Its rijer is in full 
riding costume, and he would not be out 
of place in Hyde park were it not for the 
big silver spurs on both of his boots. No- 
tice how magnificently the horse is ap- 
pareled. The bridle is trimmed with ailver 
and the stirrups are plated with the same 
shining white metal. He has a heavy sad- 
die blanket of fur and the reins have a long 
braided strap attached to them, which he 
uses now and then as a whip. How the 
horse prances as he tickles him with the 
spurs and how the demure maidens 


tails of their eyes. There he has stopped 
and dismounted. He itis stooping at the 
horse’s front feet. Gee! He is buckling a 
Short strap about them just over the 
ankles, thus hobbling the horse. He leaves 
him thus without tying and goes on into 
the store. This we learn is the way that 
all Peruvian horses, those in carriages as 
well as those without, are tied. There are 
no hitching posts, tie rings or horse weights 
in Lima, and it is a police regulation that 
every horse left. alone on the street must 
be hobbled. The straps used are so short 
that they can be easily carried in the pock- 
et, and the drivers of carts hobble their 
mules by tying the lines about their front 
feet. 


Women Who Ride Astride. 


Much of the peddling of Lima is done 
upon horseback, and in many cases the 
peddlers are Indian women. Nearly all of 
the milk of the city is carried about in 
cans tied to the two sides of a horse, upon 
the back of which, with her legs straddling 
the horse’s neck, sits a bronzed-faeed wo- 
man dressed in bright calico and wearing 
a broad-brimmed Panama hat. When the 
milk woman reaches a house where she has 
a customer she slides down over the horse's 
neck end lifts one of her cans out of che 
pocket in which it ts fastened and carries 
it into the house. The bread wagon of Lima 
is a horse with two panniers full of loaves, 
and many of the vegetables are peddled 
by women who ride astride. The street cars 
are drawn by horses, but where there is a 
Slight grade an extra horse or helper ig 
hitched to the side of the team. This horse 
is not driven as in the United States, but 
ridden by a boy in a saddie, who has long 
spurs with which he keeps the horse up 
to his work. All sorts of things are peddled 
on donkeys ridden by men or boys, who sit 
Just in front of the tails of the beasts with 
their backs against the loads of goods 
they are peddling. There are no huckster 
wagons. or carts, and the drays of the city 
are long two-wheeled affairs, each pulled 
by three mules abreast.

CHIEF JOYNER’S NEW LADDER 


Will Illustrate the Latest Method of 


Scaling High Buildings. 


A NUMBER OF VISITORS (IS EXPECTED 


Municipal Officials from Other South- 
ern Cities Will Be Here—The 
Inspection. 


Some novel features in the annual in- 

spection next Tuesday. Chief among 
these will be the illustration of the working 
of the new Pompier fire ladder which Chief 
Joyner had recently added to his parapher- 
nalia. 

This ladder is a device made expressly 
for climbing high buildings. It is only about 
twenty feet long, and yet a man say scale 
a twenty-story building if necessary with 
the greatest ease. Chief Joyner will show 
how this interesting feat can be accom- 
plished, using the Fitten building, at the 
corner of Broad and Marietta streets, as 
his base of operations. 

On the top of this ladder there is a 
thirty-six inch steel hook. With this the 
fireman plants his ladder by a grip on 
a wtndow in the story above him and 
climbs up one-story at a time in this man- 
ner until his destination Is reached. When 
at the top he fastens a rope securely to the 
window, having a spike and hammer in 
his pocket for this purpose, and swings 
himself down to the ground, leaving the 
ladder in midair, or letting it down with 
a rope before his descent, as the case may 
require. 

Chief Joyner’s men have been drilling 
on this difficult feat for several days, and 
one of the fire laddies, not yet selected, will 
‘ climb on the Pompier ladder to the top of 
the Fitten building and return to mother 
earth by means of a rope. This will be a 
sight seldom seen and will demonstrate the 
assiduous efforts of Chief Joyner to intro- 
duce the most modern methods of fire 
OHghting in the local department. 

The local officials are in receipt of innu- 
merable letters from municipal authorities 
all over the south stating they will be 
‘present Tuesday to witness the parade. No 
one will be admitted to the reviewing stand 
without a ticket now being issued by 
Chiefs Veal, Joyner and Manly. 

The Fifth Regiment and Knights of 
Pythias bands have been engaged for the 
occasion.

This 
was the beginning of a correspondence— 
one of the most famous in literature—which ' 
extended over a period of ten years, and 
closed but a brief time before the poet’s, 
death. 


A new. edition of these letters in two 
beautiful volumes lies before us. Strange 
to say, is contains much material, now made 
public for the first time—additional epis- 
tles from the hand of “R. B..’’ and a multi- 
tude of explanatory notes and elhucidations, 
by William Wallace, who comes thorough- 
ly equiped for the task, having been editor 
of Robert Chambers’ “Life and Works of 
Robert Burns.” 

A fine reproduction of the well known 
portrait. of the poet graces.the first volume 
of this edition of the correspondence. It is 
the best we have ever seen. The large, 
expressive eyes, the full. rather sensual 
lips, the large, yet delicately chiseled nose, 
the beautifully molded chin, the Wavy 
masses of hair, ang above all, the nobie and 
earnest thoughtfulness of the countenance, 
thoroughly satisfy even an exacting ideal 
of the poét’s likeness. 

Volume second contains a picture of Mrs. 
Dunlop, taken, when she was about seven- 
teen years old. It is not handsome, but 
there is a broad expanse of forehead, which 
promises much in the way of intelligence, 
The eyes are phenomenally wide apart, 
the nose, long and narrow, and 
the full mouth curves charmingly, but 
pronouncedly upward, suggesting that mys- 
terious something which has challenged 


, the desire an@ admiration of many genera- 


tions who have worshiped at the shrine of 
Da Vinci's Mona Lisa. 

‘Mrs. Dunlop, though more than a decade 
the senior of Burns, and the mother of 
eleven children, possessed stores of senti- 
mentality little suspected even by herself 
Her admiration of: Burns was intense: 
and this admiration stimulateg the mater- 
na] side ef her heart to pour out a wealth 
of motherly solicitude upon the wayward 
poet. 

She praises him without stint.. She also 
criticises him with shocking freedom. She 
wants Burns to be >“good,” to erase the 
‘‘Indecent’”’ blots from his verse, to be- 
come thoroughly “pious” and “respecta- 
ble.”” But, alas for Mrs. Duniop's efforts. 
Burns was too much the child of nature to 
develop satisfactorily along the lines of con- 
ventional respect‘bility. “He turned a. deat 
ear to, the cop‘ous counsel of his solicitous 
friend;:the “indecent blots’’ remained un- 
erased, and relying upon his own instincts, 
so far as poetical enterprises were con- 
cerned, went calmly on the tenor of “his 
wey. 

The Burns-Dunlop correspondence is 


Mrs. Dunlop was also vaéluable to Burns 
from a material point of view. When the 
poet issued a new volume, she was good 
for a rousing list of subscribers and not 
“infreqfiently a present ih the shape of a £5 
note would be found sandwiched between 
the leaves of her letter to the always im+- 
pecunious bard. 

We are told that Burns reverenced: and 
venerated his correspondent. We have not 
the slightest doubt of it. His letters prove 
a high degree of respect. Besides, what 
man would fail in point of reverence and 
veneration for a woman laboring patiemt ly 
and systematically for his ‘“‘reformation.” 
providing always that women were not his 
wife; in Which case monotony would be 
apt to dull the edge of reverence, 

Whatever theory may be adopted regard- 
ing the Burns-Dunlop correspondence, the 
end is full of pathos. Her ‘attempted re- 
generation, as we all know was not a suc- 
cess. As time passes on Burns became more 
and more ‘disreputable,’ until in January, 
1795, suddenly, without a word of warn- 
ing, Mrs. Dunlop threw him overboard. 
This was eighteen months before Burnhs’s 
death. He wrote four letters In a vain é&t- 


dam friend and enthusiast, wis as silent as 
the voiceless depths of the grave into which 
._ the poet was so soon to enter. 

From Burns’s last letter, written only a 
short time before his death, we copy these 
lines. “An illmess which has long hung 
about me in all probability will speedily 
send me beyond that bourne whence no 
traveler returns. Your friendship, with 
which for many years you honofed, me, 
was a friendship dearest to my soul. Your 
conversatian, and especially your 
correspondence, was highly enter- 
taining and instructive. With what 
pleasure did I used to j 
the sealy The rembrance yet adds’, gne 
pulse more to my poor. palpitating, heart— 
Farewell!” 

Silence, even after this moving appeal, 
which has wrung tears ffom many & sym- 
pathetic heart, reflecting upon the wret¢h+ 
edness and misery of. Burns’ .last ‘days. 
Mrs. Dunlop survived her one time friend 
something like nineteen yearg. but her lips 
were ever sealed as to any explanation of 
her abandonment. ~ . aes
